World on my side—Sadat 


VIENNA (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt said 
Saturday that world opinion 
is on his country*! side as It 
approaches new face-to-face 
peace talks with Israel. 

) Sadat, on a week-long visit 
to Austria during which he 
will meet with the head of 
IsraePs political opposition, 
spoke with reporters after a 
two-hour conference with 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
. Kreisky, who has Iona been 
active in efforts to restwe the 


Middle East problem. Today, 
Sadat meets with Shimon 
Peres. leader of Israel’s op¬ 
position Labor Party. 

Sadat told a news confer¬ 
ence that demands made of * 
Urael in his newly presented 
Middle East peace plan rep¬ 
resent no hardening of 
Cairo's policy. 

**What our new proposal 
provides Is a more concrete 
solution. West Jordan has to 
go back to Jordan, Gaza has 
to go to Egypt, as it was 
before 1967,'* he said. 


"The main probleni Is the 
Palestinian problem,** he 
said, taking note of his plan 
for the Palestinians to decide 
their own future aft^r a five- 
year transition period. 

Cairo's peace plan will be 
discussed later this month in 
London by Che Egyptian and 
Israeli foreign ministers. 

Today's meeting between 
Peres and Sadat will be their 
second^they met last Febru¬ 
ary outside Salzburg, Aus¬ 
tria. 


Kreisky and former West 
German chancellor Willy 
Brandt, bead of the Socialist 
International, also are to con¬ 
fer with their socialist col¬ 
league Peres. 

Kreisky has praised the Is¬ 
raeli opposition publicly for 
differing with Prime Minister 
Menacbem Begln's tough ne¬ 
gotiating stance against with¬ 
drawals from occupied terri¬ 
tory, and Kreisky says there 
is growing socialist support 
for Arab positions. 

Peres has insisted he is not 


in Vienna as a negotiator. He 
said on arrival that he in¬ 
tends to criticize Sadat's 
peace plan and ask what 
Egypt is offering in return for 
Israeli concessions. 

Sadat Is to meet Monday 
with UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim, who is re- 
lundng to his native Austria 
on a private visit Waldheim 
owns a house near the castle 
hoUi ouuide Salzburg where 
Sadat Is planning what is 
billed as a four-day vacation 
after his Mideast discussions.

Shcharansky, 30, a com¬ 
puter technician accused of 
spying for the CIA, could 
face the firing squad if con¬ 
victed. 

Vance also announced can¬ 
cellation of a forthcoming 
scientific trip to Moscow led 
by White House science ad¬ 
viser Frank Press, and an¬ 
other official said other ac¬ 
tions may be Uken.

Borg first in 40 years 
to win three in a row 


WIMBLEDON. England (AP) - Sweden’s 
Bjorn Borg has become the first man in 
more than 40 years to win three Wimbledon 
singles titles In a row. 

He defeated Jimmy Connors of the United 
States 6-2, $-2. 6-S Saturday in a low-key 
match that lasted less Shan two hours on a 
gloomy London afternoon. 

Britain's Fred Perry, who won his third 
consecutive Wimbledon match In 1936. was 
quickly on court to congratulate Borg. 22. 

Borg joins Martina Navratilova among 
this year's champions. In her very first 
appearance In the final here, the Czech 
defector beat two-time champion Chris 
Evert for the women's title Friday 2-6. 6-4. 
7-5. 

It was the second year in a row Connors 
and Borg had met in the final, but Satur¬ 
day's match was only a smudged copy of

I977’s thrilling five-setter. And Borg won 
it mainly on the strength of his senke. 
which put Connors on the defensive. The 
American rarely had a chance to use the 
returns ai^ volleys that have electrified

serve, throughout the match he produced 
five aces and 19 outright winners. In con 
trast. Connors never sersed an ace and 
double-faulted four times. 

The match was the easiest final in terni> 
of score here since Connors trounced Ken 
Rosewall four years ago 6-1, k-1. 6-4. but 
almost every point was piayi^ in long ral

Syria pledged 
Soviet help? 


BEIRUT (AP) — Syria 
warned Lebanon's Christian.s 
on Saturday that they should 
not depend on Israel to pro¬ 
tect them against Syrian 
troops. 

At the same time it was 
reported that Moscow has as 
sured Syria of Its support if 
Israel intervenes anew in 
I..ebanon. 

The warning by a Syrian 
government newspaper fol 
lowed a l..ebane.se Christian 
appeal for Israeli help in 
what has become a battle for 
control of this war-ravaged 
country between right-wing 
Christian militias and the 
.Syrian-dominated Arab 
League peacekeeping force, 
which polices the armistice 
that ended the 1975-76 Lebq- 
nese civil war. 

Meanwhile in Tel Aviv the 
Israeli military command de 
nied reports from Beirut that 
Israeli troops had entered 
southeast Lebanon

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
With reports alleging 29 
deaths and thousands of tire 
failures in hand, the gover- 
ment Saturday said prelimin¬ 
ary findings "dearly estab¬ 
lished'* that certain 
Firestone radial tires and re¬ 
lated brands, are defective 
and should be recalled. 

The tires are the Firestone 
500 steel-belted radial tires 
and identical tires manufac 
tured by Firestone and sold 
by Montgomery Ward Co 
under the brand name 
"Grappier Radial'* 900 se 
ries, and by Shell Oil Co 
under the name "Super .Shell 
Steel Radial." 


In Akenw Ohio, a Firev^one 
.spokesman denied the tires 
were unsafe and said the 
company soon would tell the 
government why it believes a 
recall "is not necessary and 
should not take place " 

"The 500 Is providing reii 
able ser\ice to millions of 
motorists today as it has for 
many years.'* the Firestone 
spokeman said 
The National Highway 
Safety Administration said 
its investigation, begun last 
February, "has clearly es 
tablished that these tires 
have failed in significant 
numbers and that the failures

MOSCOW (UPI) — A robot space 
ship carrying food, fuel and water to two 
cosmonauts circling Earth headed Sat¬ 
urday for a docking with the Salyut 6 
space station. 

Cosmonauts Alexander Ivanchen 
kov and Vladimir Kovalenok were pre 
paring to receive the Progress 2 robot 
capsule, wMch was sent into orbit on 
Friday from the Baikonur space centre 
in Soviet Central Asia. 

It carries food and water, materials 
lor more experiments on the station, 
clothing and. more importantly, volatile 
jet fuel and liquid oxygen 

The capsule is a stripped-down veri 


.Sion of the Soyuz 29 space capsule that 
carried the two cosmonauts to the sta 
tion on June 17. 

Its heat shields and a number of 
other pieces of equipment have been 
removed to make room for the supplies. 
Progress 1, which supplied the last mis¬ 
sion, carrM 1.3 tons of cargo. 

If all goes well, the robot capsule 
will dock ^th the space station on radio 
'commands from Earth. The cosmo¬ 
nauts will then begin preparing to trans¬ 
fer the cargo 

The transfer of the fuels will be 
touchy business, according to Western 
space experts, because they are highly 


volatile and the connections must he 
perfect. 

On the first Progres.s shot, cosmo¬ 
nauts Georgy Grechko and Yuri Ro¬ 
manenko spent several days inspecting 
connections before the transfer of fuel 
was completed. 

Romanenko and Grechko were able 
to stay aboard the space station for 96 
days, setting a new human endurance 
record, becau.se of Uie-aupplies carried 
by Progress 1. 

And if the Progress 2 effort sue 
ceeds, Ivanchenkov and Kovalenok 
could also be in fur an extended stay on 
the station

He claimed 
Caldwell killed 83-year-old 
Elisabeth Congdon in hopes

Miss Congdon. on June 27, 
1977, was smothered with a 
pillow while in bed in her 
Duluth mansion on the shores 
of Lake toerior. Velma Pie- 
tila, 87, her nurse, was blud¬ 
geoned to death with a 
(andlesUck. authorities said. 

DeSanto produced several 
witnesses to support his 
theory that Caldwell left Gol¬

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KUALA LUMPUR <AP)- 
Tbe National Front coalition 
of Prime Minister Hussein 
Onn remained firmly in 
power today with sweeping 
victories in elections for the 
national parliament and 
some state assemblies. 

With more than half (he 
votes counted from Satur¬ 
day's voting, the electidn 
commission announced the 
National Front had won 80 
seats in the 154-member par- 
liameut and was leading In 
others.

lamic party four. 

The National Front also 
won majorities in nine of 
the 10 states holding elec¬ 
tions for their assemblies,^ 
with the count for Kedah 
slate still incomplete.'

ed paratroops and other mili¬ 
tary vehicles in Rashaya sec¬ 
tor of south Lebanon. 

Automatic weapons fire 
echoed Saturday in the 
‘streets of Beirut, but there 
were no reports of a resump¬ 
tion of the heavy Syrian 
shelling that battered the 
Christian sector of east 
Beirut in previous days. 

The Syrians insist on dis- 
bapding and disarming the 
militias, but the Christians 
refuse to surrender their 
weapons until the Syrian pea¬ 
cekeepers disarm Palestin¬ 
ian guerrillas and leftist Mos¬ 
lems, the Christians' foes in 
the civil war. 

The Middle East Reporter, 
a daily digest of Arab affairs 
published in Beirut, said the 
Soviet Union has promised 
Syria support in case of inter¬ 
vention by the Israelis, who 
have been allied with the 
Christians in the fight to keep 
Palestinian mrrillas out of 
the Israeli border area in 
south Lebanon. The report 
could not be confirmed else¬ 
where. 

Late last week the Jerusa¬ 
lem government rushed rein¬ 
forcements to northern Is¬ 
raeli areas bordering 
Lebanon and Syria. 

Lebanese on Saturday were

awaiting a decision by Presi¬ 
dent Elias Sarkis on whether 
he would resign. A decision 
was likely this weekend. 

Sarkis has threatened to 
quit unless the Syrians and 
Christians give him a free 
hand to goveip. Sarkis, a 53- 
year-old Christian with no ef¬ 
fective army, agreed to bold 
off on his resignation after 
Premier Hafez Assad of 
Syria telephoned him and 
asked him to stay on the Job, 
promising him "every pos¬ 
sible Syrian assistance." 

The promise was seen as a 
indication that Syria is will¬ 
ing to agree to Sarkis* de¬ 
mands that the role of the 
Syrian peacekeepers be rede¬ 
fined. 

A week of Beirut fighting 
that has left at least 194 
diristians dead has led to 
Christian demands for Syrian 
withdrawal. 

Observers say they are 
certain that Sarkis* resigns 


tion would cause new wide¬ 
spread fighting and possibly 
draw in the Palestinians and 
Moslem leftists. 

The Phalange Party, which 
has the largest Christian 
army, was showing signs of 
co-operating with ^rkis, but 
the National Liberal Party of 
former president Camille 
Chamoun was holding out for 
total Syrian withdrawal from 
the country befoi% it would 
cast its lot with the president.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(UPD—A simmering fire ex¬ 
ploded in a ball of flame in¬ 
side Rio’a Museum of Modem 
Art Saturday, and destroyed 
more than 1,000 works of art 
in 30 minutes, Including 
works by Picasso and Van 
Gogh. 

Museum sources said the 
blaze ruine<l^the entire col¬ 
lection of oil paintings, sculp¬ 
ture, engravings and other 
small art objects before fire¬ 
men could bring it under con¬ 
trol. 

Art sources said the collec¬ 
tion, considered modest by 
international standards, 
nevertheless included works 
by Picasso, Van Gogh and 
Dali. A special retrospective 
exhibition of some 70 paint¬ 
ings by late Uruguayan artist 
Torres Garcia — nearly his 
entire life's work — was al¬ 
most completely destroyed, 
museum officials said. 

Firemen said they had not 
yet determined the cause of 


the fire, but said it apparent¬ 
ly broke out in a theater on 
the second floor of the mod¬ 
ernistic concrete and glass 
building near Guanabara 
Bay in the residential Fla- 
mengo section of Rio. 

Firemen said the blaze 
could have been kindled by 
an electrical short circuit 
burning through insulation or 
by a cigarette dropped on an 
upholstered seat. 

A preliminary statement 
from the museum said that 
art specialists had not deter¬ 
mined what part. If any, of 
the collection was salvage¬ 
able. 

'The only thing you can do 
now is be furious," said Jean 
Boghei, a collector who 
loaned six Torres Garcia 
works to the museum for the 
special exhibition. “We have 


to go forward ... forget th)s. 
God, this Is like Hiroshima ... 
Impossible to understand." 

Museum sources estimated 
the permanent collection, 
containing the largest and 
most Important display of 
20th century Brazilian art, 
was 80 per cent destroyed. 

They said the special exhi¬ 
bition, which featured some 
150 works by 25 Latin Ameri¬ 
can artists in addition to the 
Torres Garcia retrospective, 
was a virtual write-off.

Basques fight police 
at Spanish bull fiesta

PAMPLONA, Spiin 
(UPI)—Police Battled 
Basque separatists with rub¬ 
ber bullets and smoke bombs 
Saturday night in riots that 
threatened to cancel the 
world famous Fiesta of San 
Fermin for the first time 
.since the Spanish Civil War. 

Hundreds were reported 
injured, most of them not 
seriously, in the rioting which 
began with a derngnstralion 
in a bullring. 

But there were no arrests. 

The Spanish news agency

died early this morning in the 
provincial hospital where at 
least 25 of the more seriously 
hurt had been rushed by am¬ 
bulance. Authorities said the 
injured Included 30 police¬ 
men. 

Although calm i^tumed to 
the streets by the early hours 
of Sunday, the official de¬ 
scribed the situation as still 
“very tense" and “totally out 
of Older." He said reinforce¬ 
ments of the civil guard had 
been called to the town. 


A ch)wd estimated at more 
than 100.000, including thou¬ 
sands of Americans, had ar¬ 
rived in the medieval hill 
town for the week-long spree 
of drinking, dancing and bull¬ 
fighting described by Ernest 
Hemingway in “The Sun Also

Hiimed on June If that a touKh budget was in 
train, with no iet-up in sight on government 
spending restraints. The Federal Cabinet (he 
said) In formulating the IfTS-TI budget, would 
maintain the policies which had broui^t eco< 
nomic success. He said a most rigorons attitiNie 
would be adopted toward public spending 
(which) was the only way the government 
could hope to maintain a firm grip on the budget 
deficit, and less directly, on escalating wages. 

Good heavens* What's all this nonsense? 
Some bureaucratic leg<pull played on the over¬ 
burdened Canadian taxpayer? A far-out Joke 
perpetrated by the Trudeau regime to persuade 
the Gallup pollsters to keep the Grits on top of 
the political popularity list? A fake news release 
issued by some Ottawa pranksters? 

No it's none of these things. It's not a 
leg-pull. It's not a Grit plot. In fact, it's 
not even Canadian. 

It's a genuine press release issued last 
month from the Australian High Commission in 
Ottawa. The prime minister to which it refers is 
not Pierre Trudeau but John Malcolm Fraser. 

Which just goes to prove that Canada and 
Australia are widely separated in more ways 
than just geographical miles. 


Whose service? 

SEEING IS BELIEVING, true enough. But do so 
many public servants have to see, at the taxpay¬ 
ers* expense, before Saanich council can believe 
it's getting the right kind of tennis development? 

Four — count them — four people, two 
aldermen and two municipal employees, have 
departed on a trip which will take them as 
far as Kentucky to look at tennis layouts. In due 
course they wiU recommend to council which of 
five proposed designs should be chosen for a 
group of tennis courts alongside Cedar Hill 
Community Centre. 

Now the tennis centre will cost upwards of 
$250,000. That's a big investment and making a 
good design choice is important. The travelling 
tennis researchers may cost Saanich property 
owners as little as $2,500. But that's hardly the 
principle at issue, is it? Couldn't two do this Job 
as well as four? Or isn't a sav ing of 50 per cdht on 
an errand like this worth the bother?

Regular observers of council are struck by 
the fact that Aid. Severson has something of a 
problem making council meetings but is a con¬ 
sistent attender of civic functions which take 
him out of to^p for several days at a time. 

Perhaps he is taking the expression "visit¬ 
ing fireman" a little too liberally. 


Poor reaction 

IT WAS NOTHING LESS than shocking to learn 
that protesters dropped bags of horse manure on 
unsuspecting parliamentarians from the visi¬ 
tors* gallery in the British House of €k>mroons 
earlier this week. 

In the first in.stance it was shocking to find 
that security measures are so slack in that most 
historic and revered seat of democratic govern¬ 
ment that such an incident could occur. 

But it was even more shocking to note that 
the reactions of those under attack- were in the 
main to be rendered almost speechless. 

Ah, for a parliamentarian of the calibre of 
Canada's own first prime minister. Sir John A. 
Macdonald. Undoubtedly Sir John would have 
known how to handle the situation. 

Faced with a materially similar circum¬ 
stance on one of his political junkets to the 
prairies. Sir John once found that he jiad to climb 
to the top of a mountain of horse manure in order 
to address the large crowd that had come to 
hear him speak. 

Unfazed by the challenge, he reached the • 
summit to tell his listeners that it was the first 
time he had ever spoken on a Liberal platform. 

Still, that happened in Canada some years 
ago when perhaps political minds were a little 
sharper. This we are prepared to accept. But 
somehow we had expected something just as 
good or even better from Westminster.

OTTAWA — Jim Riihard*^on should 
gel the Order of Canada for courage 
If nothing else. 

It isn't easy Jo cut yourself off from 
the party and friends you have worked 
with over the years. So he was entitled 
to a tinge of nervou.snes)i when he bade 
Trudeau goodbye to cross the floor and 
tit "in opposition to the government."

And the Tories assiduously leaked to 
the press that Richardson would not be 
welcome in their midst. Quite obviously 
they arc afraid that any public identi¬ 
fication with the Winnipeg tycoon would 
cost them votes in Quebec. 


Yet it was obvioua-from the desk 
thumping at the time that Richardson’s 
views are xepresenlatlve of many wes¬ 
terners. 

The big question he will soon have to 
face is where he goes from here.

But as the weeks pass, 
there will, be increasing pressure from 
his frienbs In the ••Canadians for One 
Canada" movement to form a new 
party and run candidates In the next 
general election.

Zaire’s bankers get tough 


"Aid mast go where It is 
■ceded and mast aet be 
speat Ml champagae aad 
Mercedes cars," the 
West hat told Presidcat 
Mebatu of Zaire. 

BRUSSELS — Despite 
President Mobutu's protesu- 
tions about not accepting aid 
with strings attach^, it Is 
now clear that future West¬ 
ern loans, investments and 
assistance grants for Zaire 
will be subject to very strict 
international controls. 

Nine Western nations 
which met here last nwnth to 
discuss Zaire’s aid requests 
prornKsed ndthing and gave 
little beyond expressions of 
sympathy and some emer¬ 
gency humanitarian assis¬ 
tance. 

Zaire came to the confer¬ 
ence asking for $117 million in 
emergency assistance to tide 
it over the next three months, 
and sought substantial help 
with a development plan 
c-osting an estimated $1 bil¬ 
lion. 

But it received less than 
half the emergency aid it 
asked for. The exact figure is 
uncertain, since some coun¬ 
tries merely agreed to speed 
up supplies already in the 
pipeline. In most cases, 
emergency shipments of 
food, medicine, essential 
spare parts and small agri¬ 
cultural implements will be 
sent only when it is guaran¬ 
teed they will go where they 
are needed.

The United States and 
France reserved their deci¬ 
sion on sending emergency 
aid until they are convinced 
Zaire is efficiently using re¬ 
sources, including foreign 
currency resers'es, still at its 
disposal. 

“We want to make sure the 
money goes where it is nee¬ 
ded and is not used to import 
champagne and Mercedes." 
said one participant at the 
two-day conference. 

Conference sources said a 
representative of the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, who 
will be appointed to the Zaire 
Central Bank this autumn, 
will be instructed to keep a 
dose watch on any payments 
to Mobutu. Another rep¬ 
resentative may be appoint^ 
to the Zaire finance ministry. 

Long-term aid will be de¬ 
cided only after Zaire has 
signed g new currency stabi¬ 
lization agreement with the 
IMF. 



No doubt there are hundreds of Lib¬ 
erals who would prefer a “go slow" 
policy toward constitutional reform.

Consequently those Canadians who 
genuinely and sincerely believe in lan¬ 
guage equality, but who also recog 
nize that (rue equality can only come, 
with equal opportunity to become bilin¬ 
gual. are denied the option of the 
gradual approach.

There will then be another 
meeting of experts under 
Belgian chairmanship in the 
autumn, followed by a meet 
ing toward the end of the year 
under the auspices of the 
World Bank.

This is mentioned onfy to placate those anglers 
who might ask, what in hell does Hunter know ab<iut 
fishing? Very little, but I am able to recognize bureau 
cratic stupidity whether it'be in the bilingual labelling 
of beer bottles or in government regulations concern 
ing fishing in these west coast waters. 

Ottawa has pas.sed a fish conservation law which 
will limit tourists to 25 pounds of canned salmon. The 
idea is that fish hogs will be controlled, but the long 
range aspect of the regulation could well do serious 
harm to our tourist Industry. Romeo LeBlanc, the 
mini.ster of fisheries in Pierre’s cabinet, has evidently 
not considered the tourist angle in his law. 

The point is made that a tourist, on his very first 
catch, could get lucky with a big one — a 40 pounder — 
and right away he or she is finished insofar as taking 
the catch back to the U.S. And. naturally, the U.S.

restricted to 10 cases of canned salmon (25 pounds per 
case) for a whole summer of angling.

HOW MUCH does it cost to run that new automo¬ 
bile of yours? A recent study was made in the U.S. by a 
consulting firm on this very subject and while Cana¬ 
dian costs should be at least 15 per cent higher, I will 
pass on the U.S. costs, which include gas. auto in.sur- 
ance and licence plates, finance charges, mainte¬ 
nance, etc. The figures were based on an owner 
keeping the car for a four-year period and putting 
14,000 miles per year on the car. 

The weekly cost comes out like this (remember, In 
the U.S.) For the subcompacts like Pinto, Chevette 
and presumably the Toyota, Datsun, etc., $45.96 per 
week. Six-cylinder compacts like the Volare, Nova, 
Skyhawk, $49,98 a week and for the six-cylinder 
Diid-iizt cars such as LeMans, Malibu and Cutlesa, 
you would shell out $50.98 a week. 

Move up to the eight-cylinder bigger cars like 
Pontiac Grand Prix, Ford LTD and Chev Impaia and 
the cost jumps to $57 88 a week. Then comes the luxury 
can — Cadillac, Lincoln — and they check out at 
$83.31 per week. 

So, owning a 1978 automobile costs a fair chunk of 
cash and with gas and repair costs ever on the 
upswing, the cost will get bigger and bigger as the 
months go by. No, I haven't discovered an alternative

NOI'WITIimNDING TME CPBOAB over Uxm In 
California and the basic resentment of recent assessment 
incregaas in B.C., the city of Victoria collected a higher 
percentage of its tax levy by last Tuesday’s deadline than 
last year. 

But city officials would be making a big mistake if 
they interpreted this as a sign of contentment on the 
taxpayers' part. 

If anything^ more people paid their taxes in time be 
cause they didn't want to pay a five per cent penalty on a 
bill of unprecedented magnitude. 

The taxpayers I ve talked to are extremely agi 
tated by this year’s increase in property taxes. The Cali 
fornia tax revolt is very much on their minds, but 
they have sense not to increase their tax bill by a 
penalty. 




PRINCE RUPERT — Since I crossed the Malahat last 
Sunday, close to 556 miles of road and sea In NDP 
territory have fallen steadily behind me. And I suspect that 
if I make this same trip from Victoria to Prince Ru¬ 
pert two years from now I shall be able to write that same 
sentence, unless electoral boundary switches do what the 
NDP is afraid they’ll do and, after many years of trying, and 
end the left-wing hold in Cowichan-Malahat. 

Barbara Wallace holds the seat for the NDP now, maybe 
not as vigorously as Bob Strachan held it for so many 
years but, before the boundaries changed, strongly. She still 
does hold the seat sUungly for that matter and only time will 
tell how badly the loss of Ladysmith to Dave Stupich affects 
the vote. 

Stupich is Mrs. Wallace’s immediate neighbor fo the 
north, holding Nanaimo, particularly with Ladysmith 
added, like a personal fiefdom. 

A QUICK STOP in North Wellington on the way north 
confirms.what we have already been told by local politicians 
and local reporters: The natives are unhappy with the choice 
of Brannen Lake as the centre for the compulsory heroin 
treatment centre. 

They point out that 20 years ago they bravely gritted their 
teeth while the provincial government conducted an experi¬ 
ment in the treatment of hard-core juvenile delinouents. 
They point out that their tolerance of that open institution 
cost them dearly in personal and property damage — and 
fear. And they say they think they’ve done enough in the 
Good Samaritan role. They suggest those who promise 
pie-in-the-sky philosophical answers to serious practical 
questions should try the drug cure in their own iMckyard 
before foisting it on the good-natured folks a few miles north 
of Nanaimo. 

There is no doubt that the electoral boundary gift of 
Ladysmith to Stupich puts gilt on his gingerbread, but after 
it was confirmed that Brannen Lake was to be home for 
hard-core heroin addicts, even Frank Ney in his heyday 
couldn’t beat him. 

MOVING NORTH AGAIN, but bypassing for this trip Bob 
Skelly’s Albemi Valley, we nudge into Karen Sanford's ter¬ 
ritory of Comox. , 

The word is that if an election had been held a year ago, 
she would have been given her marching orders but that 
as of today she would retain the seat. The natives tell me 
they don’t like her because she “lacks the human touch’* 
and they don't want Dave Barrett back because he was so 
“damn^ stupid lost time.” 

They add, almost with a note of regret: “But Karen will 
be back if she runs. Bill Bennett's handing it to her on 
, a plate.” 

A statement like that has to be chewed for a minute or 
two because it doesn't sound quite right. A year ago we 
were just ending the first tough years of restraint. Taxes 
were up, ferry fares-were up. sales taxes were up, every-, 
thing was up — except the change in our pockets. Surely the 
locals must mean that Karen Sanford was safe then, but 
maybe slipping now? 

No, they say they don’t mean that at all. The people of 
Campbell river and Courtenay, the people who wag this 
particular riding, say they were quite prepared to accept the 
belt-tightening. They say they accepted that the NDP 
had b^n wilder that it should and were quite prepared to lay 
the blame on the Barrett government just as Bennett in¬ 
tended they should. 

In those days they would have voted Social Credit, but not 
today. Why? Because they went along with what had to 
be done in the hopes that somewhere down the road they 
would be rewarded for their efforts. And, so they say, they 
haven’t been. 

IN CAMPBELL RIVER in particular there is a ^at 
deal of re.sentment at the lack of clear-cut decisions on en¬ 
vironmental problems. Rightly or wrongly, they feel they 
are being conned some say lied to — on matters 
of forest development policy in the Tsitika-Schoen, on 
matters of tidewater coal loading facilities to handle the 
thermal coal from the WHdwood-Luscar project and on the 
matter of adequate hydro-electro supplies to guarantee 
Campbell River’s developing future. 

They sum it all up with the example of speech by Don 
Phillips, minister of economic development, in Campbell 
River a few weeks ago. Asked about guaranteed Hydro 
supply, Phillips smil^ engagingly and told the locals 
that all was well, that there was more than adequate supply 
of power readily available or quickly conjured up. 

The natives had a descriptive phrase for the statements 
which I'm not allowed to use in a family newspaper. 

But, polite people that they are basically, they listened to 
Phillips, t^en asked Hydro to confirm what he had 
said. Hydro shuddered, said there obviously was just enough 
power now because it's being supplied, but that there would 
not be enough for Campbell River’s future needs (read this 
carefully) unless the Lasqueti Island line was installed in 
double-quick time. 

Now while that’s another story, I think you can see the 
ploy. Some call it setting up straw men just to knock ’em 
down and some call it “divide and conquer.” 

And if they catch you doing it in a card game in Texas, 
they shoot yoh. 

IT ALL ADDS UP to a general feeling of disenchantment, 
albeit reluctant disencjiantment, with the government. And 
we haven’t even mentioned the incredibly shocking condi¬ 
tions in provincial court facilities at Campbell River, faci¬ 
lities which must be replaced within a couple of years 
because that’s the period of the notice to vacate given the 
RCMP and the courts by the city. 

I suggested that maylie the year was fast approaching 
when the purse strings would slacken and court houses, 
bridges, roads, hospitals, schools and parks would be there 
for the asking. 

“You can’t blacktop your way to the ballot box these 
days,” my CampbeU River friend said. But he wouldn’t bet 
on it. i 

So let’s give the seat to Karen Sanford at least for now. 


and move through what will be a new riding, the North 
Island, up for the grabs and with all the earmarks of being a 
new NDP holding. 

. I SAY ALL THE earmarks because the new road from 
Campbell River to Port Hardy is scheduled to be finished 
this year, and when it is 1 ^pect that busines.s will boom, 
life will be better, and the people could well remember 
who built the road to tap them into the outside world. 

Anybody’s guess, then. Leaning NDP now but could 
change with completion of the Port Hardy road. (The same 
road could also change Campbell River’s thinking, too, 
because it will become the distributing centre north when 
the link is complete.) 

On leaving Comox we skirted another MLA’s territory, 
that of Don Lockstead, Mackenzie. From Kye Bay, O)mox, 
we looked across at the smoke of Poweil River, the popula 
tion centre of Mackenzie but by no means its heart. 
We were still looking across at Mackenzie when we reached 
Kelsey Bay. 

On board the Queen of Prince Rupert Wednesday after¬ 
noon we came to appreciate the fanUstic job Lockstead has 
done these past two or three years in making the rest of B .C. 
aware of the tenuous communications links holding our 
northern coast together. i 

The only residents of Mackenzie I talked to on this trip 
happened to be travelling from Kelsey Bay to Bella 
Bella. The ferry calls in once a week northbound, once a 
week southbound. They say the natives are grateful. Not 
completely happy, but grateful. And they tell me that 
everyone else up and down that rugged coastline Is grateful 
to Lockstead because they think that without his gutsy fight 
they wouldn’t have anything. 

And now I’m in Prince Rupert, (kaham Lea’s territory, 
but as yet without time to talk to anyone and ask them how 
they feel about their absentee MLA. But 1 will — and I’ll let 
you know. 


I’m convinced that the main topic of the next muni- 
'‘ipal election will be tax reduction. And it won't be the 
kind of lip service we’ve been given in the past. 

Voters will demand clear-cut promises from caif- 
didates to cut back on taxes. They will ask for definite 
proposals from candidates how they hope to reduce taxes.

HERE’S A SEQUEL TO LAST Thursday’s column 
dealing with the Fairfield Community Association’s Urban 
Destruction Award which this year went to Krieger Strieker, 
a Victoria developer, who demolished a house at Fort and 
Linden to make room for an apartment building that hasn’t 
materialized. 

1 said last week that the design for the proposed 
apartment had been rejected by the city’s Advisory Design 
Panel when, in fact, the panel approved it at a meeting Nov. 
30 last year. 

It was at a .subsequent meeting of a council committee 
that some dissatisfaction with the design proposal was 
expre.ssed by Aid. Robert Wright and Mayor Michael Young. 

The problem, however, remains. An old residential 
building, once slated for heritage designation, was torn 
down l^-ause the developer promised to build something 
new in its place. 

The new building never was built and residents now 
have to look at a hole in the ground. 

And why would a developer tear down an existing 
building, install the footings for a new apartment building 
and then not proceed with his plans? 

The idea was evidently to begin the project before Dec. 
II, after which federal in^ntives wqre lowered. 

Until Dec. 31, multiple-unit projects qualified for a 10 
per cent writeoff; afer that date, the incentive was reduced 
to five per cent. That’6 why the footings went in before Dec. 
31. 

The project can now be completed or sold to someone 
else with the 10 per cent writeoff incentive attached to it. 

There is, however, a fly in the ointment. The developer's 
building permit has expir^ and to complete the project, a 
new permit must be obtained. But the area in which the 
development sits is in the process of being designated a 
development permit area. 

This means that city council will be able to insist on 
strict design controls and will not have to accept the former 
design. 

And city council just might not want to accept the initial 
design, approval of the design panel notwithstanding.

In the fashion world, New York designer Geoffrey 
Beene ascended to the heights when he was invited 
to show his top fashion line along with Italian design¬ 
ers in Milan last September. 

*i think American designers have earned their 
status in the high-fashion world,'* says an official of 
Beene, whose designs are manufacture under licence 
agreements overseas and sold in West Germany, 
Itaiy, Switzerland and other countries. 

In Tokyo, American fashions compete with those 
of Paris and Rome in the Ginza shopping district. 

Meanwhile, soles of large, expensive Detroit- 
made automobiles have gained in popularity among 
the affluent in Switzerla^ West Germany, Belgium 
and elsewhere. 

One reason is that the U.8. dollar has been shrink¬ 
ing against other currencies, which means the cost of 
American products in those countries has declined. 

Still, dealers say price does not .seem to be a major 
consideration with many wealthy Europeans, who 
tyiMcally demand that their autos be loaded with 
extras and who are willing to pay $20,000 for a Cadillac 
Seville. 

An estimated'20,000 U.S. automobiles were sold in 
Western Europe last year, a figure that also includes 
an increase in sales of some lew expensive, fuel-efti- 
cient cars made by Detroit. While the fl^re was only a 
fraction of the o.o million automobiles Europeans 
bought last year, it was up from 16,000 the year before. 


Such increases in consumer goods are a drop in 
the bucket compared with U.S.. total exporU last year 
of more than $120 billion. The U.S. relies far more 
heavily on exports of farm prodbcu, aerospace equip¬ 
ment. computers and other high technology equipment 
for its standing in the world balance of trade. 

One reason often cited is that, with cheaper labor 
abroad and high transporUtion costo for shipping, it is 
difficult for li.S. companies to compete with piquets 
that require no specialized skills or resources. 

That has not prevented the spread of some Ameri- 
'* can consumer goods abroad. But it has encouraged 
many U.S. companies to manufacture their products 
overseas throu^ licensing agreements with foreign 
companies, as Coca-Cola does with soft drinks, or 
through subsidiaries, as Levi Strauss and Co. does 
with blue jeans. 

Coca-Cola, which began exporting its drinks in 
1900, now sells in more than 135 countries. Levi Strauss 
and Co., which began its international push to sell, 
jeans in 1963, has more than doubled its world-wide 
sales in the last five years to $1.6 billion in 1977. 

'*We started doing it (exporting) right in the face 
of complaints about low-cost imports from other coun¬ 
tries," said Bud Johns of Levis Strauss. "We went into 
the markets that others said were hurting them and 
showed that, if the product was right, it could be 
done." 

The American movie business is still doing boom 
business overseas. Columbia Pictures estimates the 
box-office take outside North America for Close En¬ 
counters of the Third Kind at more than $50 million 

Even in such areas as the toy business, where 
competition from cheaper products from the Far East 
is intense, major U.S. manufacturers are doing some 
exporting. 

Mattel says the fame of its best-known product, 
the Barbie Doll, Is world-wide and about 2.5 million of 
the seven million Barbies sold last year went abroad. 

Occasionally, there is even an order for Barbie 
from the Soviet Union, a company official said.

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
'David Helliwell, president of 
the British Columbia Re 
sources Investment Corp. 
(BCRIC), said here this week 
the government-conceived 
firm could be the corporate 
harbinger of a new trend in 
Canadian society. 

Helliwell told the annual 
meeting of the Certified (^en 
eral Accountants Associa¬ 
tion, that the trend of the 
1960s and early 1976 b toward 
increased government invol¬ 
vement In corporate life ap¬ 
pears to be reversing. 

"Faced with dema^ from 
businessmen and other 
groups for government invol¬ 
vement. it is easy to see how 
the pressure led ^vernments 
to ownership of companies, 
often in a very large way in 
some areas." he said. 

"But now I sense that the 
average person realizes that 
looking always to govern¬ 
ment doesn’t Instantly solve 
every problem. In short, big 
government is now ranked up 
there with big business and 
big labor as one of the bad 
guys." 

There is a planned and de- 
liverate movement in B.C. to 
get government cut of private 
sector involvement, Helliwell 
said.

GAINSBOROUGH, tnf 
land (CP) In a quint lul^ 
urb of Uili town. tucM away 
In the rural county of Lin- 
colnahlra. there are oil wells 
In the bottom of the garden. 

For some 40 yeara, long 
before the eicltement of the 
North Sea discoveries, mod¬ 
est quantltiea of oil have been 
flowing from tiny fields In the 
Midlands areas of Uncoln- 
^hire. NotUnghamshlre and 
I.elcestenihlre and In Dorset 
In southwestern England. 

Now the potential for In¬ 
creased 0(1 and possible gas 
development onshore has 
been dramatically highlight¬ 
ed by the dissovery of sizable 
additional reserves on a farm 
near the ancient Corfe Castle 
in Dorset. 

This oilfield, called Wytch

The British Gas Crop., the 
operator In association with 
British Petroleum, hopes to 
start producing oil from 
Wytch Farm this autumn, 
aiming at between 5,000 and 
10,000 barrels a day by the 
late summer of 1971.

OTTAWA (CP) — The government had a deficit on 
iu operations during May of $313 million, more than 
twice (he $14$ million deficit recoiled in the corre¬ 
sponding month a year earlier. 

Revenues from taxes in May were $2M billion, but 
this was more than offset by federal spending of $3,21 
billion. 

The government's financial year starts on April 1. 
In the first two months of this year, its deficit has risen 
to $3.1$ billion from $2.33 billion in the corresponding 
year-earlier period. 

Federal revenues in the first two months of the 
financial year were $4.07 billion, but spending was

Government 
land squeeze 
irks Nishgas 


PRINCE RUPERT (CP)— 
The Nishga Tribal Council 
said Friday it was frustrated 
by the inability of the federal 
and British Columbia govern¬ 
ments to agree on responsibi¬ 
lities for settling land claims 
in the Nass River Valiev and 
wants a ministerial-level 
meeting to break the im¬ 
passe. 

The council said in a news ; 
release that negotiations be¬ 
tween the two levels of gov¬ 
ernment and the Nishga on 
Friday revealed deep dis¬ 
agreement between the bar¬ 
gainers for the federal native 
claims office and the provin¬ 
cial labor ministry, which is 
responsible for native issues 
in B.C. 

The council tabled a June 
16 letter at the meeting from 
B.C. Labor Minister Allan 
Williams to Nishga President 
James Gosneil in which the 
minister expressed his frus¬ 
tration. at the inability of the 
two governments ‘‘to agree 
on the respective responsibi¬ 
lities and liabilities that will 
be incurred upon settlement 
of the Nishga claim." 

“The dispute isn’t between 
the Nishga and the two levels 
of government at all," Gos¬ 
neil said. “Once again we*re 
caught in the middle like 


political footballs waiting for 
Ottawa and Victoria to decide 
who will take responsibility 
fot- our claim." 

The Friday meeting had 
been called to receive a sub¬ 
mission from the Nishga on 
its proposals for developing 
the forest resources in the 
8.800-square-kilometre land 
claim in northwestern B.C. 

Williams' letter said clari¬ 
fication of the federal posi¬ 
tion was required first and 
the forestry proposal was 
postponed to a later meeting. 

In his letter to Gosneil, Wil¬ 
liams expressed puzzlement 
at the inability of the federal 
government to offer any solu¬ 
tions on sources of compen¬ 
sation for Crown land and 
resources in any Nishga land 
claim. 

Provincial negotiator Bob 
Excell said the primary re¬ 
sponsibility in negotiations 
lies with the federal govern¬ 
ment and “the obligation to 
extinguish aboriginal title 
lies with Canada." 

But federal negotiator 
Brian Hatley said the prov¬ 
ince is wrong to assume that 
the federal government is 
mainly responsible for the 
settlement of Nishga land 
claims. "If that is the case, 
why are we negotiating?"

It Is not 
expected to be completely 
dispersed until 19H8. ^ 

Its safe level Is estimated 
to be five mlcrograms per 
square metre. 

Blatherwick said prospect¬ 
ive mothers should be made 
aware of the potential genetic 
harm which might result 
from close contact with pets 
wearing collars containing 
the dangerous chemical. 

Dr. Bernard Hayes, the 
field veterinarian at the min¬ 


istry of agriculture who re¬ 
ported on the potential haz¬ 
ard, said the same chemical, 
known as dichlorvoa, used in 
some flea collars, was also 
present In the Vapona no-pest 
strip manufactured by Shell 
Canada. 

There are written precau¬ 
tions on the back of Vapona 
warning that the strip shopld 
. be kept away from children 
and household pets. 

The pest control branch of 
the ministry of agriculture 
.said dichlorvoa was an or- 
ganophosphate with a “high" 
toxicity level, a teaspoon of 
which, if taken orally by an 
adult, would be lethal.

** There certainly are more dlrect—not t# 
mention quicker—ways of travelling from 
Halifax to Victoria. But for Tony Burridge 
and hiS' family, now calling fishermen's 
Wharf home, under sail and wind was the 
only way to go. 

Besides, the 44'foo( Takuli III was just too 
big to ship to the West Coast where Bur- 
ridge, his wife Betty, both transplanted Brit¬ 
ish Columbians, and .son David. 17^ plan 
to build on five Salt Spring Island acres. 

NOR WAS THERE any thought of selling 
the boat. After all. the family had spent more 
than three years building It from “a piece of 
paper’* on the Shearwater armed forces 
base. The idea was that once Burridge re¬ 
tired from the air force the family would set 
out on the open seas. 

*‘For 26 years of marriage we talked about 
this,” Mrs. Burridge said in Victoria SaU 
urday. 

But taking on the open seas for more than 
30 landless days at a time required a 
little more than the 33-footer the family 
”built at 7.000 feet in Colorado Spring.s” as a 
centennial project. (That first boat never 
made it into water until after the family 
was tran.sferred to Toronto.) 

Burridge realized if he was going to get the 
boat he n^ed. he had to build it him.self. 

“We could get more for what we could 
afford and if we had bought one we would 
have changed it around anyway,” said Mrs. 
Burridge. 

BUILDING A BOAT, she found, ail but kills 
a social life. When friends came to visit 
them they were conscripted. 

”One winter my new ensemble was a plaid 
shirt, long underwear and a pair of men's 
work boots.” she said, giving the impression 
she minded not in the slightest. 

Mrs. Burridge is a fairly recent convert to 
sailing. Her first overnighter came when 
the family sailed from Toronto to Halifax 
with “three kids, two dogs and two guinea 
pigs. 

“We had a horse but we sent her down 
earlier as she didn't fit.” she said. The fam¬ 
ily's menagerie only altered slightly with 
their recent voyage. The passengers then 
were a cat and two dachshunds, one H years 
old. 

ORIGINALLY, the family had planned a 
longer post-retirement cruise, possibly in¬ 


cluding Europe, but family matters turned it 
intoa t3,80l>-mile swing from Halifax through 
the West Indies, Panama, to the Galapagos 
where rocks on the beach turned into hun¬ 
dreds of iguanas, then Hawaii and Vic¬ 
toria. 

They left Halifax on a the tail of a storm last 
October, found themselves fogbound on their 
second morning out. and later underwent 
“some pretty lumpy but very fast sailing” 
along the ea.stern seaboard. 

But according to Mrs. Burridge, one of the 
significant aspects of the trip was that 
very little happened. They were robbed in the 
West Indies, their first mate, a family friend. 
wa.s mulled in Panama, and the animals 
had to go into quarantine while they rested up 
in Honolulu but otherwise there was little 
danger or hardship. 

THEY FARED much better thaitidid the 
crew of the provincially-owned Freelance 
with the San Bias Islanders, who reportedly 
looted the newly-acquired B.C. vessel. 

•‘They’re lovely people. The nicest we met. 

“We just let them wander about the boat.” 
Mrs. Burridge said. 

Christmas came several hundred miles 
south of Bermuda. A large chicken (a 
turkey wouldn’t have fitted into the ship's 
oven) managed to last on ice until the day. A 
tree stowed under the dinghy since Charles¬ 
ton was brought out and decorated and taped 
carols provicM Christmas sound effects. 

Boxing Day was typical in that the family 
**did nothing but sit around and eat cold 
meat.” New Year’s Eve was a night out in the 
Virgin Islands. 

WHILE LONG stretches of landless days 
can become boring, everyone managed to 
keep out of each oner’s hair. 

“Each person was able to find a private 
place.” said Burridge. 

But If tensions broke, there were no 
screaming fits. 

“You learn to fight in whispers,” said Mrs. 
Burridge. 

The Takuli pulled into Victoria Friday 
afternoon. 

“It was so beautiful, a lovely sunny day and 
a pretty little girl from customs came 
aboard and welcomed us and there was no 
paperwork,” said Burridge, adding that of¬ 
ficials elsewhere kept them filling out forms 
for up to 30 minute.s. 

“The trip was over and we’d come home. 
Fvo been trying to get back since the 
war.” said Mrs. Burridge.

Mr. Justice Henry Hut- 
cheon of the B.C. Supreme 
Court decided in the Mit¬ 
chells* favor, ruling that a 
person can picket or dissemi¬ 
nate information as long as 
the information on the picket 
is correct. • 

Mrs. Mitchell resumed her 


protest in front of a branch of 
the bank in Vancouver, hav¬ 
ing picketed the main branch 
there and the McKenzie and 
Shelboume branch in Saan¬ 
ich after the dispute began 
last August. 

She ceased picketing in 
Vancouver In January after 
the bank launched the libel 
suit 

The bank had been acting 
for Mrs. Mitchell in an at¬ 
tempt to collect $10,009 owed 
her since 1970 by a Montreal 
lawyer. When the bank was 
unsuccessful, the note was 
returned to Mrs. Mitchell by 
regular rather than regis¬ 
tered mall. She said she 
never received It. 

She said she doesn't have 
enough money to sue the 
bank and doesn’t want to sue 
the lawyer without the note. 

“I want them to do some¬ 
thing about it, but no one 
wants to talk to me,” she 
said.

Billie Jean fails 

in record bid 


LONDON — Billie Jean 
King will have to wait an¬ 
other year to try for a record 
.setting ‘20th title at Wimble¬ 
don. 

A six-time winner of the 
women's singles title and a 
winner of 19 Winvbledon titles 
overall. King failed in her 
que.st to establish a new rec¬ 
ord when she lost in the final 
of the mixed doubles Satur- 
day. 

Frew McMillan of South 
Africa and Betty Stove of the 
Netherlands defeated the 
U.S. pair of King and Ray 
Ruffels, 6-2, 6 2. 

Meanwhile, ever contro¬ 
versial. Bob Hewitt won his 
sixth Wimbledon doubles title 
but lost no time in repeating 
his long standing complaint 
that doubles players get a 
raw deal. 

Hewitt partnered McMillan 
to a 6-1, 6-4, 6-2 victory over 
young Americans John 
McEnroe and peter Flem¬ 
ing. It was the third win in 12 
years at Wimbledon for the 
Hewitt-McMillan combina¬ 
tion. 

After the men's doubles, 
Hewitt, the balding, bearded 
former Australian, said, “We 
deserve better."' 

Hewitt noted he and 
McMillan will share $12,600 
for their work, while Bjorn 
Borg took home $33,200 for 
his men’s .singles victor>'. 

Addressing 10 reporters 
where earlier there had been 
nearly 100 for Borg, Hewitt 
said the lack of recognition 
was "a bit of an insult." 


Hewitt, who won two dou¬ 
bles titles with his former 
partner. Fred Stolle, and also 
won a mixed doubles title 
with Greer Stevens last year, 
said that despite being 38 
years old he intends to con¬ 
tinue playing doubles and 
singles. 

“We will go on as long as 
we can,’’ he said. “There is 
im b«s ic reason why, 
should .stop playing.

The bearded, long-haired 
Swede served thunderbolts 
and unleashed such a daz¬ 
zling. whirlwind attack that 
the Wimbledon centre court 
gallery was left in a state of 
shock—and Connors, his vic¬ 
tim, was little short of that 
stale. 

"I never got Into the 
match," 'the 25 year old 
American said. "It wasn’t 
exactly that I was in a daze. I 
never felt at any time I put 
pressure on him. 

“Physically, I felt all right. 

I thought I hit the ball well. 1 
hit it solid. But everything 
was going for him. He had the 
momentum. Mentally, I was 
never in it." 

Fred Perry, the English 
stylist who last won three 
Wimbledons In succession 
back in the mid-1930s, said 
Borg’s power made a trav¬ 
esty of what everyone 
thought would be a tough, 
hard-played match. 

“He's a hell of a player," 
Perry said of Borg. “He has 
to be ranked with the 
greats." 

The young Swede’s perfor- 
manace was crushing and al¬ 
most flawless. 

"I was never scared when 
Jimmy was serving," Bjorn 
■ nrttf afterw ar d . "^-feet » r a n 
break him any time. When I 
win the first set, 1 feel very 
confident. When I come back 
from 0-40 on my service in the 
fourth game Of the second 
set. 1 think that is the key. 

“1 only got tight when the 
score was 3-2 in the last set. 
Then I remember how 
Jimmy came back when I 
lead 4-0 in the fifth set a year 
ago. I didn’t enjoy it at the 
end until I get the winning 
point. 

"Then I drop to my knees. 
Why? I was praying." 

It was Borg’s 135-mile an 
hour service that shattered 
Connors* resistance early. 
The Swede scored five clean 
aces and hit 24 fMo ro nball 
deliveries that Connors could 
not return. 

“To beat Jimmy, ymi have 
to serv^ell,** Borg said. “1 
served m\\ ** 

Connors admitted that ef-- 
fectiveness from the service 
line set the tone of the match. 

"I was not serving well 
enough to attack," the 
American said. “When I was 
able to get to the net, I fre¬ 
quently won the point. But he 


was hitting so deep, he pinned 
me to the baseline. 

"But 1 never felt he over 
powered me at any time” 

Connors broke Borg's .ser 
vice only once, in the second 
game of the match, but the 
Swede rebroke immediately. 
In the fourth game of the 
second .set, after breaking 
Connors for a 2-1 lead, Borg 
fell behind on service 0-40. 

“If I had broken there, I 
might have changed momen¬ 
tum 1 ^ bit." Connors said. But 
Borg scored on a smash and 
unleashed four big services to 
pull out of danger. 

A smiling Borg said he 
would shave his shaggy 
beard as he had promised 
Perry recently in Paris. He 
also will buy the gray-haired 
Englishman dinner—next 
year at Wimbledon, when he 
goes for No. 4.

LONDON (AP) — Black market prices for tickets to 
(he Wimbledon tennis finals Saturday rocketed to incredi 
ble prices as scalpers hustled among crowds waiting to 
enter the grounds. 

After reports that wealthy Swedes were flying In to see 
(heir hero. Bjorn Borg, the scalpers were demanding 
$550 for a pair of centre court tickets with a tace value of 
$17.76. 

Scalpers, who discuss their trade with reporters so long 
as they are not photographed or named, said they were in¬ 
creasing their prices to take advantage of the situation, 
after rain in the first week of the tournament caused an 
unexpected fall-off in their income. 

One scalper said he heard a party of 30 Swedes left Stock¬ 
holm Friday without pickets after being told they can be 
bought outside the gates, where hundreds of people wait in 
line, some for days, to see favorite players. 

Police warned that forged tickets also were circulating 
and warned fans not to buy from the scalpers, whose 
ticket activity is not illegal.

Victorians Debbie Camp¬ 
bell and Debbie Scott failed in 
bids to clinch berths on the 
Games team but did capture 
medals. 

Campbell won the silver 
medal In the 400 metres with 
a time of 34.48 while Rachel 
Campbell of Guelph was first 
in 34.28. 

Scott finished third in the 
1,300 metres In 4:22.2. Penny 
Werthner of Ottawa was first 
in 4:14.7 and Prancine Gen- 
dron of Montreal was second 
in 4:15.0. 

Phil Olsen, a former Nan¬ 
aimo resident now living in 
Vancouver, finished second 
in the javelin with a toss of 
73.44 metres. George Mege- 
lea of Montreal was first with 
a throw of 79.44 metres. 

Brent Fougner of Victoria 
was fifth in the long Jump 
with a distance of 13.04 
metres. 

Scott runs In the 3.000 
metres today and Campbell 
tackles the 800 metres while 
Wendy Davies of Victoria will 
compete in the 400 metre hur¬ 
dles, Harold Willers of Vic¬ 
toria will throw the hammer 
and Craig Taylor of Courten¬ 
ay will compete in the long 
jump.

”You will recall last fall 
when we could have won. ac¬ 
cording to the polls, quite 
handsomely.” 

But pressed about why the 
government did not call an 
election tomorrow, Buchanan 
added, ”Well. no party to the 
best of my knowledge deli¬ 
berately goes out and seeks to 
be the opposition.** 


He said if Trudeau decided 
to step down as Liberal lead¬ 
er, there were “several indi¬ 
viduals** qualified to be lead¬ 
ership candidates. 

He mentioned Allah Ms- 
cEachen, a veteran Nova 
Scotia cabinet minister and 
deputy prime minister, Es- 
temal Affairs Minister Don 
Jamieson of Newfoundland 
and Transport Minister Otto 
Lang as possible contenders 
for the leadership.

w hy not the Four Seasons? 

The Four Seasons troupe 
seems to persist in adopting 
what could be politely called 
an affected air for G and S 
when something closer to a 
tongue-in-cheek style would 
carry It considerably further. 

In all regards. Pinafore Is 
the stronger and more Inter¬ 
esting production in every¬ 
thing from blocking (Man- 
nering showed little 
inclination in Ida to do any¬ 
thing more than line his per¬ 
formers up across the stage) 
to approach. The show was 
almost fun. 

Four Seasons is short on 
versatile, attractive talent, a 
necessity for any company 
leaning toward revues. Ri¬ 
chard Margison has by far 
the best voice and is other- 
w ise a competent performer.

Canada Week celebrations. 
The album included one song 
from each of the three men. 

The leading pop singers 
said they didn't want their 
works included because they 
considered them.selves Que¬ 
becers, not Canadians. 

Judge Jacques Dugas 
noted in handing down his 
decision Friday that the rec¬ 
ording group had not ob¬ 
tained permission to repro¬ 
duce the songs through 
proper channels. He said Vig¬ 


neault was awarded the set 
tiement because the pro¬ 
ducers had tampered with his 
soqg and distorted its mean 
ing.

“This material f^.H such 
hatred, paranoia and bigotry. 

“The easiest thing is to say 
nothing, but I think it’s dan¬ 
gerous to leave It unans¬ 
wered” 4 


The column included ob¬ 
servations about pictures in a 
federal advertisement about 
immigration. 

It says, “Most of the first 
page shows a happy, smiling 
white family. They could 
even be Canadians. Unfor¬ 
tunately. the yearly immi¬ 
gration statistics are in and 
they show~as usual—that a 
good half of the immigrants 
coming in don’t look like that 
at all.” 

The column goes on to point 
out the country of ori^n of 
immigrants and says that the 
pictures in the booklet show 


“no blacks at all and even the 
browns look white.** t 

Ruff said Collins was a 
hypocrite and a coward be 
cause he “never comes right 
, out In the open and clearly 
says what he wants to say.” 

“I think he should do so and 
not hide behind inference 
which if cowardly and hypo¬ 
critical.** 

She said many Canadians 
had fought and died to put an 
end to fascist regimes which 
supported the view that non- 
whiles and Jews were racial¬ 
ly Inferior. 

“These words promote a 
climate whereby to be a Ca¬ 


nadian is to have to be white 
and where those who do not 
have a white skin are seep as 
second class and not wel¬ 
come.** she .said. 

“The Sun cannot hide be¬ 
hind freedom of speech.” 

She said it would have been 
better for the human rights 
commission to speak out 
against the column, but she 
decided to speak because the 
commission was currently 
non-existent. Its term ended 
last December and the Social 
Credit government has not 
appointed a new one.

ACAPULCO. Mexico - 
There are more than 200 
hotels here and cdunting, the 
beaches still are amonit the 
world's best, there is every 
kind of food imaginable, the 
night life Is endless and the 
prices are no worse than at 
any other swingers’ resort. 

One thing, however Watch 
yourself and watch your 
pocketbook. What once was a 
quiet and lovely place where 
(me could get away from it all 
is now a big city, a city of 
more than 250.000. As such. 
Acapulco, its public relations 
tub thumpers notwithstand¬ 
ing. has many of the prub- 
iems of big cities. These in¬ 
clude muggers, thiefs, cheats 
and the like. Just listen to the 
warning the Paralso Marriott 
Hotel issues to its guests; 

“DO fN)t take large sums of 
money tp the beach with you 
and try to keep It on your 
person. Leave any valuable 
jewels or large sums of cash 
in the safe deposit box, avail¬ 
able for a modest sum in your 
hotel. 

“Do not go for night strolls 
on lonely beaches. That Is 
asking for trouble just as if 
you were strolling after dark 
in Central Park In New York. 

If you are going picnicking 
outside the bay area, go in a 
group, preferably a large 
one. Take no valuables. Lock 
your car and if possible park 
it within your realm of vision. 
Do not stay after dark. 

‘When paying for ga.soiine at 
whatever gas station, check 
the amount on the tank before 
paying and then carefully 
count your money into the 
hand of the attendant. If, for 
instance, you give him a 109- 
peso bill, call hit attention to 
the fact. Don't give him a 
chance to give you that wide- 
eyed Innocent bit, ‘but, senor, 
you only gave me 10 pesos.' 

In the market, on buses and 
in crowded areas, keep your 
wallet or pocketbook in a safe 
place. You’d be careful in the 
New York subway, wouldn't 
you?” 

If this warning hasn't 
scared you off. you may still I 
find a few days In Acapulco 
worth the time, effort and | 
price. But. don't look for any 
history. There Isn’t any visi¬ 
ble. Even the name Acapulco I 
it difficult to trace. It comes | 
from the Aztec word “Na- 
huatl.” meaning “the place 
where the reeds were des¬ 
troyed,” but no historian has 
been able to discover what 
reeds were destroyed or 
when. 

Neither is there anything of I 
archaeological interest in 
Acapulco ~ and that is a bit 
strange In ruins-conscious 
Mexico. What is known is that j 
Cortes came here in 1530 and 
helped establish a lucrative 
trading route to the riches of 
the Orient. One still existing 
historical relic, the San Diego 
Fort, was built by the Span¬ 
iards in 1618 but seized when 
the Mexicans took over in 
1818. Acapulco then practi¬ 
cally ceased to exist mostly 
because of transportation 
problems — It look a week to 


get here fmm Mexico City hy 
train and horse. 

Hcmever. the first autumn 
bile arrived here Nov. 12. 
1927, the first hotel went up In 
1934 and then came the post 
Second World War boom. The 
result: There are loo many 
cars now for the road system 
and not enough hotels for all 
the gringos and gringas from 
north of the border The Jet 
age has arrived. 

Despite the crowded condl 
Hons, North Americans con 
tlnue to flock here. They love 
the swimming, the diving, the 
surfing, the fishing, (he op¬ 
portunity (o enjoy the lux 
ury of relaxingi on a hotel 
balcony or on gleaming light 
brown beaches under a 
friendly southern sun. 

.Shopping is an expensive 
adventure except In the Zoca 
lo. where you can haggle with 
the small shop owners. The 
potent cocoloco is the favor-^ 
ite drink — or anything with 
tequila. 

There is occasional obser¬ 
vance of traditional siesta 
time, from 1 to 4 p.m . and 
there are bullfights from 
De<‘ember until Eastertime 

One acceptable thrill is a 
look at the famed divers of La 
(Juebrada. You can enjoy a 
delicious meal at La Perla 
Club at El Mirador Hotel and 
watch the divers hurtle 136 
feet into a narrow cove with 
just a few feel of water — and 
they must time their divas 
ju.st as the tide rushes in with 
sufficient sea to save, them 
from a broken neck. 

You can shop in Wool 
worth's if that is your wish, or 
eat at Kentucky Fried Chick¬ 
en. However, you can do 
much belter, too; Try, for 
instance, a Sunday .seafood 
special at Bambuco, or if you 
want lively atmosphere, try 
D'Joint and eat Acapulco 
goldfish. The finest hotel in 
town still is the Prince.ss. 


LUNENBUHU. N .S. (CP) 
— This seaport town, home of 
some of the greatest marl 
ners and ships In the age of 
wooden ships and Iron men, 
celebrated its 225lh anniver 
sary last month. 

The picturesque town of 3. 
UOO gave birth lo whole fleets 
of WTNMlen fishing ve.vsels. In 
eluding the famous racing 
schooner Hluenosc, immorta 
li/.(^ on Canadian dimes. 

I HF FIR.ST settlers came 
ashore in Lunenburg harbor 
in the summer of 1753. They 
were mostly German Proles 
tant.s. but Nova Scotians, 
misinterpreting (he word 
Deutsch. referred to them as 
Dutch. 

Before sailing to I.unen 
burg they had spent (he win¬ 
ter on the outskirts of Hali¬ 
fax, where their memory 
survives in the stilLstanding 
Little Dutch Church and the 
Dutch Village Road. 

THE SETTLER.S named 
their new settlement Lunen- 
, burg in honor of King Cieorge 
II of England, who also hap- 
' pened to be Duke of Bruns- 
wick-Lunenburg. 

Within 30 years, the settlers 
were building fishing vessels 
fur grounds as far away as 
Labrador 

DURING the next (wo cen¬ 
turies the city gained a repu¬ 
tation as home of some of the 
world’s flhest shipbuilders, 
mariners and fishermen. By 
the end of the 19ih century’, 
the Lunenburg fishing fleet

Fishing is still Lunenburg’s 
economic base. Near the set¬ 
tlers' landing site stands the 
largest North American fish 
pnK'essing plant, owned by 
National S€*a Products.

and steep hills. Lunenburgers 
still decorate their yards with 
weathered conch shells, sou¬ 
venirs of long-forgotten voy 
ages to the West Indies by 
l.unenburg mariners. 

The townspeople stick to 
(he tried and'true recipes of 
their ancestors, pre.served in 
their world famous Dutch 
Oven Cookbook. Among the 
specialties; buttermilk pie, 
blueberry buckle, turnip 
kraut, hugger-in-buff and 
housc-bankin. Lunenburg 
sauerkraut U known through 
out Nova Scotia. 

THE TOWN has been cele¬ 
brating the 225(h anniversary 
since February, but June 
events highlighted the festi¬ 
vities. 

The events included k cos¬ 
tumed re-enactment of the 


landing of the settlers, a 
parade, concerts ind (he 
Judging of a beard-growing 
conteat. 

THE CELEBRATION 
comes it a time of optimism 
for Lunenburg. With Can¬ 
ada's declaration of the 200- 


mile limit, (he town looks 
forward to renewed pros 
perlty in ■ mainstay Industry 
that had been declining only a 
few years ago. 

“The fishery Is here to 
slay,” said Mayor Sherran 
Zwicker.

Pubs have (wo sides. The 
“public” bar — a stand up 
bar for men with dart board 
entertainment. 

The “saloon” or "lounge” 
bar has tables. Used by ladies 
getting their elevenses, or by 
couples. The two rooms are 
served from the same bar 
which runs down the middle 
and divides them. 

The journalist said; “Per¬ 
fectly proper for a woman 
alone to go into the lounge bar 
for a nip. (Hris occasionally 
go in (he public bar.

He can 
turn it into yen at the airport 
hank. (Complicated? That's 
lYw mysterious Ea.st.)

Cruise ship Tipping — as 
advised by cruise directors — 
is ridiculous: $3 a day per 
couple for the room steward; 
$3 a day per couple for the 
table steward. (How come** 
The table steward does three 
times (he work.) 

Waiters In Spain accept 
tips with the finest manners. 
They also give the best ser¬ 
vice. A personal (ouch that is 
warming. 

Russian cruise ships — 
(here are a lot of them in (tie 
Pacific and Caribbean — 
don't let waiters nr maids 
take tips. 1 tried out 5 dollars 
on my maid. She took it,' at 
last, reluctantly. Went down 
to the ship's store and bought 
me a $5 Russian doll

Manila has just experi¬ 
enced an unprecedented at¬ 
tack of hotel-building fever. 
And the hotel biMim is a visi¬ 
tor’s boon. 

No less than 14 new luxury 
hotels costing an estimated 
$500 million were completed 
here last year.'This burst of 
construction boosted the 
number of the city's hotel 
rooms by 150 per cent. 

The subject K a bit touchy 
around local ^iet’les. Sup¬ 
porters of the government, 
which backed the building 
project, say it was a daring 
effort to piit Manila at a par 
with. If not above, other 
major tourist centres such as 
Hong Kong, a short 90 jet 
minutes away; Opponents, on 
the other hand, point to the 
hotels' current occupancy 
rate of 50 per cent or lower 
and claim the costly under¬ 
taking used money that could 
have, or should have, been 
spent on urban housing and 
rural development. 

Savvy travellers, however, 
lease politics at the border. 
Or should, so as to make their 
travel experience — here or 
elsewhere — a rewarding 
one. 

For the visitor, the silver 
lining in this hotel business is 
happy news indeed: Obvious¬ 
ly (here's niom at the inn; the 
choice of accommodations is 
larger than ever; competi¬ 
tion is greater than it has 
ever been and thus service, 
always good, is even better 
now; and since rates are also 
competlUve, It's easier to se¬ 
lect the place you’ll make 
your temporary home. 

Compared to simiUr lux¬ 
ury hotels elsewhere in Asia 
and Europe, rates here are 
moderate indeed; A standard 
single at the impressive Phil¬ 
ippine Plaza is $30 a day, a 
double room $34; this hotel's 
top restaurant, Abelardos’s. 
is a gastronomic and visual 
treat. 

The Manila Mandarin, a 
member of the prestigious 
group wjth “Mandarin” pro¬ 
perties in Hong Kong and Sin¬ 
gapore. is a dazzler located in 
the heart of Manila’s futuris¬ 
tic busine.ss hub. the Makati 
section; rates average $40 for 
a single and $45 for a double. 


The attractive Sllahl’s In 
lernational. whose second 
floor Capriccio Restaurant Is 
one of the best around, offers 
even lower tabs,. $25 for a 
moderate single, $30 for a 
double. 

Around some of (he big U.S. 
military in.stallations out of 
town you still hear about 
fights, robberies and other 
problems; but Manila itself Isi 


still quite safe. In fact, one of 
the safest capitals you'll find. 
The old attractions — the 
walled city of Intramuros, 
Manila Cathedral. Fort San¬ 
tiago. etc. — remain, while 
new ones, such as the Cul¬ 
tural Centre, go up.

One day recently the artist 
stood wacliittg Snoopy go 
through his act. The head 
beagle was showing off by- 
skating on one leg. perform¬ 
ing for the filming of a televi¬ 
sion Ice show — one of those 
Charles Schulz specials. 

On ice — just as on his 
doghouse ~ Snoopy was star¬ 
ring. Never mind that it was 
a bit of Disney-like foolish 
ness, with a human dressed 
up like Sinoopy. Just as Mick¬ 
ey Mouse and Donald Duck 
seem alive marching up Main 
Strreet in Disneyland, 
Snoopy appeared real this 
day in Santa Rosa. 

sail LZ SMILED "I get 
the feeing he’s alive, loo," he 
said. 

The artist is Santa Rosa’s 
most famous living resident 
(Santa Rosa was also the 
home of the late cartoonist 
Robert Ripley). Schulz, mild- 
mannered and'unassuming, 
is Santa Rosa’s two-legg^ 
tourist attraction. 

Schulz smiled again. *‘We 
used to have a dog named 
Snoopy, you know, — a real 
live dug” He shook his head 
in that shy way Charlie 
Brown does.

He lets the tourists steal his 
time freely, signing auto¬ 
graphs and drawing Snoopy 
cartoons for them. 

A realtor in Santa Rosa told 
me: "Sparky (Schulz’ nick¬ 
name) isn’t one of those 
smug, unattainable celebri¬ 
ties. Re’s a nice guy who’ll 
see almost anyone, even 
when he's busy." 

AS FOR THE famous 
comic-strip beagle, his like¬ 
ness is ba.sed on a dog Schulz 
owned as a boy in Minnesota. 
To this day he grieves over 
the animal’s loss.

THE TOURISTS put up at

TO (HEATE a feeling of 
Alpine reality. Schulz sent 
two photographers to Swit¬ 
zerland to prepare the lifelike 
murals that cover the arena’s 
walls. It’s the sort of whole¬ 
some atmosphere you sense 
at Disneyland, a refreshing 
flashback to a time when 
children for the most were 
scrubbed and weil-mannered 
and North America enter¬ 
tained itself with county fairs 
and old-fashioned picnics. 

On this particular visit I 
found Schulz in his office at 
No. 1 Snoopy Place. He sat at 
his easel in a sleeveless 
sweater and red and white 
tennis shoes and steel- 
rimmed glasses. 

VISITORS by the dozen 
still flock to his studio, he 
said. They are after auto¬ 
graphs and pictures. He 
threw up his arms. 

"I’m getting less easy to 
get along with.*’ he con 
fessed. ‘\Some things go on 
forever and finally you lose 
your patience." 

F'or one thing he won't see 
groups who arrive unan¬ 
nounced.

DEDHAM. Itota. (UPl) 

A Saairram’a liquor lieir and 
thraa other men have been- 
rharged with fraud and forg¬ 
ery for taking out an mo.OOO 
life Insurance policy on a 
busloeaa partner who was 
shot and killed a month later. 

After a yearlong Investi 
gatlon, a Norfolk County 
grand jury accused the four 
in a 31-count Indictment of 
forging the signature of the 
partner and faking a physical 


esamlnatlon so he wouldn't 
find out about the policy on 
Ms life. 

The business partner. 
George Hamilton. IS. presi 
dent of a furniture company 
with financial problems, an¬ 
swered the doorbell of his 
Canton. Mass., home at 3 
a.m. on April 26, 1976. and 
was killed by one of five shots 
fired through the door. 

Norfolk County dbiiict at¬ 
torney William Oelahunt be¬ 


lieved a contract was Issued 
on Hamilton’s life. 

*‘We have substantial leads 
and I'm optimistic that those 
responsible for the homicide 
will be brought before the 
court in the near future," Da* 
lahunt said. 

But Delahunt said. *'It 
would be inappropriate for 
me to comment" on any con¬ 
nection between the insur¬ 
ance fraud allegations and 
the death. 


Earle Pat Groper of>iew- 
ton, president of Branded Li¬ 
quors of Westwood, a Har¬ 
vard and Boston University 
law graduate whose mother 
is a member of the Bronfman 
family controlling Sea¬ 
gram's. pleaded innocent to 
the charges. Groper was a 
member of a group which 
tried to buy the Boston Red 
Sox last D^ember but was 
denied by the American 
league.

Issued by the 
Charter National Ufa Insur 
ance Co. of 8t. Louis, never 


was paid off but a If milliofi 
igHIcy kMued by another firm 

was. 

Hamilton's signilore on 
the $600,000 policy was 
forged, according to a hand 
writing expert.

Half of all cancer 
linked to our food 


Nearly half of all cancers 
are related to the food we eat 
and the way we cook it, a 
panel of cancer experts said 
in Seattle this month. 

Researchers at a national 
conference on nutrition and 
cancer said high fat, low fibre 
and Inadequate vitamin C in¬ 
take were linked to most of 
the major cancers, the Seat¬ 
tle Post-IateWgencer report¬ 
ed. 

None of the experts said 
that diet causes cancer, but 
they said certain eating 
habits could act as "modify¬ 
ing factors" in promoting or 
retarding cancer of the 
breast, bowel and prostate. 

While the causes of major 
cancers were not fully 
known, it was possible to re¬ 
duce the risk of these can¬ 
cers by changing diets in 
simple ways, said Dr. Ernst 
Wynder, president of the 
American Health Founda¬ 
tion, and cancer researcher 
John Weisburger of New 
York. 


Police injured 
during escape 

MONTREAL (CP) — Po¬ 
lice said (wo officers were 
wounded Saturday afternoon 
after a prisoner escaped and 
fled with three hostages from 
a provincial detention centre 
in Sorel, 70 kilometres north¬ 
east of Montreal. 


Wynder called on the food 
industry to help modify the 
American diet, and said a 
high-fat diet was related to 
breast cancer, the major 
cause of cancer death among 
women. 

Wynder said gastro-intesti- 
nal cancers were low in Fin¬ 
land where people have a 
high-fibre diet, usually eat¬ 
ing rye bread with each meal. 

Fresh food containing vita¬ 
min C may protect against 
formation of cancer-causing 
agents in the stomach, Weis¬ 
burger said. 


Researchers also reviewed 
recent evidence that frying 
and broiling foods may pro¬ 
duce cancer-causing sub¬ 
stances. 

Dr. Philippe Shubik, direc¬ 
tor of the Eppley Institute for 
Research In Cancer, said 
cooking practices had not re¬ 
ceived enough attention in 
cancer reseirch.

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the morning after that heavy 
rain everybody was in the 
kitchen drying out blankets 
and clothing. Those are the 
kind of experiences that help 
to build friendships that last. 

NEXT WE STEPPED up 
to a nine by nine umbrella- 
style tent, which we used for 
many years 

In 1900 when I started on 
the outdoors beat we took to 
the road all summer with our 
tent. The kids were in their 
pre-teens. Just the right age 
to enjoy camping, but they 
had one big complaint. We 
had to move frequently to 
keep getting stories. ”Oh, no! 
Up tent! Down tent! Not 
again!” they would complain. 
Then came boy friends and It 
became difficult to get the 
girls to come along with us. 

We gradually moved into 
the recreational vehicle <^ass 
with one of the first of the 
Volkswagen vans, then to an 
Econoline, which wc 
equipped minimally for 


camping, then to one of the 
first custom camper- 
equipped Econoline vans in 
Victoria, then to the British 
Commer motorhome, and 
now the plush IS^-foot Bal¬ 
boa. small enough for down¬ 
town or logging road travel, 
yet complete with most of the 
comforts of borne. Of course 
it was expensive to buy, but it 
is a year-round recreational 
vehicle ... and we camp at 
Christmas-tlme and all 
through the winter steelhead¬ 
ing season. 

FOR BEGINNING camp¬ 
ers, a tent makes sense. You 
should work up to, and age up 
to, a recreational vehicle. 
Otherwise you will miss all 
the fun and experiences of 
“the good old days” when you 
had to rough It. 

Modem tents offer depend¬ 
ability, convenience and. 
lightweight comfort unheard 
of a generation ago. 

In keeping with the trend 
back to tent camping, many 
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Dear Dr. Thostesoa: I 
would like to know exactly 
what Is meant by a “GI test 
series” and what ailments it 
can diagnose. Also, if prob¬ 
lems are found can they be 
treated medically, or is sur¬ 
gery recommended? What 
can one expect with the test? 
- Mrs. A.M. 

“GI” stands for “gastroin¬ 
testinal.” The GI series con¬ 
sists of several X-rays taken 
of the gullet, stomach, and 
the duodenum (small intes¬ 
tines) — the upper digestWe 
system. Fluoroscopy may be 
used. This is a special X-ray 
technique that permits con¬ 
tinuous viewing of the action 
within the digestive system. 
Before the test you may be 
told to drink a barium mix¬ 
ture, sometimes called a 
“barium milkshake,”' be¬ 
cause of its milky appear¬ 
ance. It tastes like anything 
but a milkshake, but is not

really that unpleasant. The 
barium provides a contrast¬ 
ing background against 
which the digestive struc¬ 
tures can be o^erved. 

Because food and liquid 
cast confusing shadows on 
the X-ray plates you will be 
told to eat or drink nothing 
for eight hours before the 
test. You may have to make 
an early bird cbeck-in at the 


hospital to assure this. 

T^ test can detect any ab¬ 
normality — ulcer, cancer, 
obstructions, pockets, or 
scarring along the tract. 
Newer techniques allow 
much closer examination 
than the old ones. 

The treatment would de¬ 
pend on what is found. In 
most cases disorders can be 
treated with medicines. If 
they don't work, surgery may 
be needed. It is impossible to 
predict. You may be asked to 
come in for follow-up GI tests 
to determine the effect vari¬ 
ous medicines have had on 
the problem. 

You will have no reaction to 
the test themselves.

Size of family is probably 
the single most important 
factor in deciding which type 
of tent shelter is best for you. 
Cost or weight, if you intend 
to backpack into remote 
areas, may influence your 
decision. But, for most peo¬ 
ple, ease of setting up and 
taking it down, headroom and 
Inside privacy, determine 
what will prove to be most 
practical for the average i 
camping family. 

SinXAFAVORTTE is our 
old umbrella-stvie tent, not 
only because of its nominal 
cost, but because it is easy to 
set up. Better models have 
sewn-in floors, mosquito bet¬ 
ting and storm flapa. 

Mountain tents accommo¬ 
date only two people, but 
meet a specific need where 
weight is a factor. Most 
models have a sewn-in floor, 
are nude of nylon, duck or 
drill and may include a sepa¬ 
rate fly as added protection 
for camping in snow country. 

A pyramid tent has most of 
the features of a mountain 
tent (weighing only three 
pounds), l^t will accommo¬ 
date up to four persons. 

Pop-up tents are still an¬ 
other version of small shel¬ 
ters for one or two persons. 

PATIO, OR ROOM, tenU 
are a larger version of cabin 
tents, with special features 
for dining and interior rooms 
partitioned by canvas divid¬ 
ers for privacy. 

Cabin tents have become 
quite popular because of their 
Onerous interior space and 
good headroom. 

Once you have secured the 
right tent for your family, the 
open road beckons.

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Fresh insight obtained 
on devastating diseases

A medical test tlut may 
hava profound, early impact 
on such devastating diseases 
as rheumatpid arthritis and 
multiple sclerosis has been 
perfected by researchers at 
Scripps Clinic and Research 
Foundation, Jolla, Calif. 

The test, developed by Drs. 
Robert J. Ziccar^i and Neil 
R. Cooper, also should reveal 
presently unknown workings 
of a vitally important bio¬ 
chemical body defence called 
the complement system. 

The scientists, however, 
expect that the test will come 
into rapid, widespread clini¬ 
cal use for the diagnosis of 
the so-called **autoimmune‘* 
diseases. In addition to 
arthritis and MS, these diffi- 
cult-to-treat offenders In¬ 
clude systemic lupus erythe¬ 
matosus, amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis and myasth¬ 
enia gravis. 

*'The immediate applica¬ 
tion we see is that we now 
have a means to directly

"We think that this should 
soon make it possible to 
speedily determine what is 
wrong with many patients 
without the long delays that 
now sometimes occur. 

"We also believe that there 
is a very good chance that (he 
use of the test will lead us to a 
much better understanding of 
disease proces.ses at work in 
individual patients suffering 
from autoimmune diseases. 
This, in turn, may lead to^ew 
and more effective treat¬ 
ments. 

"Beyond that, there also is 
the possibility that the test 
will lead to an understanding 
of basic mechanisms of the 
immune system which now 
are elusive." 

Complement is the name 
scientists have given to a set 
of proteins in the blood — 
proteins which play vital 
roles in the interaction of 
anti^ns an<| antibodies. 

The antibodies the body 
makes to defend against anti¬ 
gen invaders —. germs, for 
instance — are not much 
good by them.selves. 

Seventeen different kinds 
of complement have been dis¬ 
covered in recent years. 
Each complement compo¬ 


nent does a particular Job in 
concert with the others to en¬ 
able other components of the 
immune system to do their 
jobs. 

One kind of complen\ent, 
for example, binds to anti¬ 
body and enables other kinds 
of complement to join (he 
complex. Other complements 
attract germ-eating white 
blood celu to the scene. 

The test devised by Cooper 
and Ziccardi detects bypro¬ 
ducts created by the break¬ 
down of the first protein ac¬ 


tive in the complement 
cascade of biochemical 
events. That kind of comple¬ 
ment is called C-1. 

The test consists simply of 
adding a blood serum sample 
to a laboratory agar dish at 
night and visually observing 
distinct bands in the dish the 
next morning. No specie 
chemical reagents, compli 
cated manipulations or spe 
ciai equipment is needed 
And, the results give a defini 
tive indication of any C l ac 
tivity present in (he serum.

Pluto has own moon

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The planet Pluto, named 
after the Greek god of the 
underworld, has a compan¬ 
ion. A moon, dubbed Charon 
for another mythological fig¬ 
ure, haa been dlacovered or¬ 
biting the tiny planet. 

The U.S. Naval Observa¬ 
tory announced that one of its 
astronomers discovered the 
first satellite circling the 
solar system's most distant 
planet.

and 1,800 miles, making it the 
smallest known planet and 
one that is only two-thlrd.s the 
size of Earth’s moon. Piuto 
previously was believed to be 
at least 3.600 miles in diame¬ 
ter, putting It ahead of the 
S.OSO miie-diameter Mer¬ 
cury. 

Astronomer James Christy 
discovered Pluto's moon on 
June 22 while examining pho¬ 
tographic plates taken this 
spring at the Naval Observa¬ 
tory station in Flagstaff, 
Afiz. 

He told a news briefing that 
pictures taken with a 61-Inch 
reflecting telescope showed a 
strange elongation or bump 
on Pluto. When the bump ap¬ 
peared on pictures taken on 
different nights, scientists 
looked at them more closely 
and concluded they were see¬ 
ing a moon. 

Other observations and 
measurements and re-exami¬ 
nation of older pictures con¬ 
firmed the findings, navy of¬ 
ficials said. 

Christy said the moon pre¬ 
viously eluded astronomers 
because of its faintness and 
closeness to the planeL mak¬ 
ing it visible only under ideal 
conditions. Pluto, now about 
2 J billion miles from Earth, 
also is closer than it has been , 
since its discovery in 1930. 

Christy said he wanted to 
name the moon after his wife, 
Charlene, and searched for a 
mythical character with a 
similar name. He found that 
the figure Ciiaron, pro

with the god Pluto and chose 
that name for the satellite. 

Charon was the ferryman 
who rowed the souls of the 
dead across the river Styx 
into Hades, the underworld. 

There, Pluto would see that 
the dead were properly 
Judged and rewarded or pun 
ished in the afterlife. 

Dr. Robert Harrington of 
the observatory staff said 
Pluto’s satellite Is 500 to 000 
miles in diameter In an orbit 
12,000 miles above the planet. 

The satellite orbits Pluto 
every 6.3 earth days, the 
same time it takes the planet 
to turn once on its axis. It Is 
the only satellite-planet pair 
with this kind of synchnniized 
orbit, essentially allowing the 
moon to stay in the same 
place in the Plutonian sky, be 
added. 

Looking at the satellite's 
orbit also reveals much about 
Pluto's mass and density. 

Data indicate the planet is 
very light, with a density

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CAPE CANAVERAL, FI*. 
(AP) — The Pioneer Venus 
Multiprobe was unveiled by 
U.8. scientists who hope the 
four-in-ont spacecraft will 
provide new knowledge about 
weather on the cloud-covered 
planet nearest earth. 

The Multiprobe, exhibited 
at the Cape Canaveral Air 
Force Station, is the second 
spacecraft in a two-part 
Venus project and la sche¬ 
duled to be launched Aug. 7. 

National Aeronautics and 
Space Adminiftration offi- 
ciala said the f250-mlllion 
Pioneer Venus project is 
being conducted so that sci- 
entisU can get a better un¬ 
derstanding of Venus' weath¬ 
er system. 

It will be joining a sister 
spacecraft. Pioneer Venus 
(Arbiter, which was launched 
May 20. The Grbiter's mis¬ 
sion Is to conduct the first 
global mapping of Venus, iris 
expected to j^ve at Venus 
on Dec. 4. The Multiprobe 
will make up time by flying a 
more direct route and arrive 
only five days after the Or- 
biter. 



The Pioneer Venus Project 
Is the only U.S. interplane¬ 
tary mission planned before 
1982. when a Jupiter probe la 
scheduled to be launched. 

The multiprobe consists of 
one large probe vehicle, three 
smaller probes and a trans¬ 
porter. ilie .smaller probes 
are dome-shaped objects 75 
centimetres in diameter and 
the larger probe 138 centi¬ 
metres in diameter. 

All are to be ejected from 
the transporter and fall 
through the atmosphere of 
.Venus toward the surface, 
transmitting data on atmos¬ 
pheric conditions as they fall. 
The transporter carries other 
research equipment. 

Scientist! say the probes 
are doomed from the start. 
“We have no Idea if the 
probes are going to survive 
impact or if they will have 
enough battery power to give 
us additional data once they 
hit the surface.** said Lou 
Polaski. multiprobe experi¬ 
ments manager. “But we 
know they eventually will be 
destroyed.**

worth $130,000 will travel 
throughout B.C. to test work 
ers and others exposed to 
conditions which may dam¬ 
age their lungs, says the 
Workers* Compensation 
Board. 

The board said in a news 
release that the unit had been 
donated by the WCB and the 
B.C. Lung AssociOtion to the 
respiratory division of the 
University of British Colum 
bia department of medicine. 

“l.hope the travelling unit 
will create a greater degree 
of activity and involvement 
in vocational medicine, espe 
cially respiratory diseases,' 
said Dr. Adam Little, chair- 
iiian of the WCB.

“We do a lot of business In Victoria, and to travel by 
train at present we must stay overnight In Victoria, which 
defeats the whole purpose.'* 

Moncrief said that if the train left at 7 a m., people 
could do business in the afternoon and be back in Cour¬ 
tenay that night. 

The move, he added, would save gas. Just to mention 
one Item. 

A similar point was raised, oddly enough, by a Nanaimo 
woman the day before. She said that with the sharply-re¬ 
duced fares in effect as of Saturday, it "would have 
been nice to make a trip to Victoria, except that the . 
train doesn't come back the same day.” 

According to Moncrief. Sunday trains are another ne- 
('essHy. He was supported by both Mayor William Moore of 
Courtenay and Mayor (ieorge Plercy of Qomnx. 

Secretary-manager of the Courtenay.rComox Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Ruth McKellar, said Sunday service was 
a must, with the present ski hills at Nanaimo, Port Albemi, 
Mt. Becher and the new hill on Mt. Washington expected to 
open next year in Phase 1. 

Mrs. McKellar said she has already been contacted by 
Via Rail, which sought information on the Comox Valley 
and the reaction to package tours. 

Moncrief gave an example of what a package tour can 
accomplish. 

He said he attended a Seattle Mariner game In the 
Washington .state city for the sum of $48, which included 
hotel and tickets to the game in addition to the fare to Seat-, 
tie. 

He also advocated a bar and light refreshment booth 
^ on board the F & N Dayliner as a service to the people. 

"Via Rail may be the answer. Moncrief said, adding 
that "there is a change of philosophy, we hope The line 
must cater to the people if it's going to work.” 

Moore said he was pleased tl^ line was going to b** com¬ 
petitive, but in his opinion the service should be improved 
in both the scheduling and facilities. 

"1 don't care if it is running for nothing — if it Is running 
at the wrong time it is np^ua^d iu aaid,.,^... . ^- 

He fully supported package tours, especially in the win¬ 
ter. 

Piercy expressed similar views and added (hat a Suiv 
day train was a necessity. 

"They have the train and they have the tracks. All they 
need is to get organized,*' he said. 

He agrei^ that the schedule was wrong and suggested 
package tours which would include a train Jourhey to 
Courtenay and then a bus trip to Port Hardy and return, 
"an excellent tourist package." 

"There are many other considerations than just re¬ 
duced fares," Piercy laid.

Cosmos hunt

TORONTO (tPD-The 
discovery of several frag¬ 
ments of the Soviet s'py satel¬ 
lite that disintegrated over 
Canada's barren northwest 
last January has prompted 
another search for radioac¬ 
tive debris. 

Since a joint Canadian-U.S. 
team recovered about 700 
fragments from the fallen nu 
clear-powered Cosmos 954. 
uranium prospectors in 
northern Saskatchewan have 
reported finding a few tiny 
fragments of the wreckage 
believed to have been blown 
south by the wind. 

•’That's why we re going to 
look," Dr. Roger Eaton, a 
scientist with the Atomic En¬ 
ergy Control Board, said. 
"We don’t really anticipate 


finding any large pieces, we 
think we found them ail But 
there is a significant ynough 
chance that we don’t want to 
expose people to unnecessary 
risk” 

A private engineering con- 
' suiting firm from Toronto, 
James.F. MacLaren Ltd., 
will send a team of 20 geo-, 
physicists, health physicists 
and radiation experts to test 
a 10.000-square mile area 
around Great .Slave Lake, the 
Northwest Territories, north-.

Political sources said the 
parties' decision to rally be¬ 
hind a compromise candidate 
rather than |)ush their indi¬ 
vidual choices reflected a de¬ 
sire to avoid confrontation 
and maintain the current 
poliUcal foriiiula In the face 
of Italy's troubles with its 
economy and urban terror- 
Lsm. 

. The minority Christian 
Democrat government now 
rules with the parliamentary 
support of five other par¬ 
ties—the communists, social- ’ 
isls. Social Democrats, Re¬ 
publicans and Liberals—and 
there had been fears that 
a clash in parliament over 
the presidency would lead to 
a government crisis. 

Pertini, who spent almost 
10 years in various jails for 
his resistance activities 
against the Italian Fa.scisLs 
and later the Nazis, was one 
of the founders of the Italian 
Sociali.st Party. But he is not 
a strict party Ideologue and is 
considered open to other 
ideas, a factor in his selection 
as a compromise.

GOLDEN GLEAM NA.STIJHTII'M.S 
(G.G., Laagford) 

The seeds of these nasturtiums are 
abnormally susceptible to rot. and the 
cold, wet weather we experienced when 
you sowed your seeds was more than 
likely the reason why your seeds rotted 
in the ground 

It is not too late to make another 
sowing, and with the soil pleasantly 
warm, the seeds should come up quickly 
and surely. 

Next spring, when you go to sow 
nasturtiums, dampen your seeds sll^t 
ly, then shake them up in a Jar with a 
spoonful of Captan or Benomyl fungi 


clde, coating them thoroughly to pre 
vent the entry of rot organisms in the 
soli. It is best not to sow nasturtiums 
outdo<ini until overnight temperatures 
have settled at 8 degrees C or higher 

AMMONIUM SULPHATE 
(U.C., VIctmia) 

Sulphate of Ammonia fertilizer will 
certainly green up a tired lawn in a 
hurry, and being acid in nature, it will 
discourage clover, coarse meadow 
grasses and other lime-loving invaders 
of the lawn. 

You should realize, though, that it is 
more of a stimulant than a properly 
balanced diet for your lawn, and should 
not be used to the exclusion of the 
regular lawn fertilizer mixtures 

Ammonium sulphate is very strong, 
too. and it is difficult to apply evenly 
and sparingly enough to avoid scon hing 
the lawn with an overdose. One way is to 
mix the chemical with about 18 times its 
bulk of dry sand before applying. Or you 
can diaaolve it in water and apply with a 
watering can. using about a quarter of a 
cupful per gallon and about two quans 
per square yard, or the solution can be 
applied with a hose-end sprayer at the 
equivalent strength. In this way, you gel 
it on evenly and there is no danger (tf 
burning the lawn. It goes to work faster, 
too. 


BBOMPTDN STOCKA 
(V. McUm Brentwood Boy) 

Nobody seema to know for sure 
whether the lovely Bromplon stocks are 
biennials or true perennials. Old plants 
do occasionally survive .to bloom for 9 
second time io our climate, but like 
second-year snapdragons, they are not 
very good and seldom worth keeping 

The usual custom is to treat them as 
biennials, sowing the seeds in June or 
early July for blooming the following 
May or June, (hen discard them and 
start another hatch. 

HjOWEBING QIIINC E 
(D.L.. Vldorta) 

The common types of Japonica or 
Flowering Quince would be too tall for 
your particular purpose, but there are 
some excellent dwarf varieties of this 
fine flowering shrub 

Their is Koaphill Scarlet, for In 
stance, that makes a low moundVMom 
exceeding 15 inches in height and with a 
spread of 18 inches, ft blooms along with 
the tulins In the spring with vermiilion 
scariet blos-soms shapH rather like wild 
roses ohiy a bit more cup-shaped. 

Another fine dwarf Japonica is 
Rowallane. with very dark green foliage 
and clear Vermillion blossoms, growing 
to about two feet in height. Aurea. a 
siomewhal rare variety, bears yellow 
blossoms wHh salmon tints, growing 
just under three feet tall

WASHINGTON — The headline 
read U S. Law Barring Bribes Blamed 
for Millions in Lost Sales in Asia. This 
should not come as a t»ig surprise to 
anybody. Even a Harvard Business 
School profes.sor will tell you that pay 
offs for large contracts are the milk of 
commerce in 99.6 per cent of all the 
countries in the world. 

An ambassador from one of the 
Third World powers stationed in Wash 
ington told me over lunch the other day; 
“'fte trouble with your law is that you 
consider It a bribe when a payment is 
made to someone in order to get a 
contract. In our country it is a (tift of 
friendship that cements the ties be 
tween the company in question and our 
leaders." 

“Our SEC always sees the dark side 
of ever>’ issue." I told him. 

“It isn't as if this gift is going to the 
president of our country, who is con¬ 
sidered a most honorble man. It goes to 
his wife for her charitabie foundation ' 

“What does the foundation do?” 

“It gives out contracts for schools 
and hospitals and orphanage.s.” 

•Who builds them?” I wanted to 
know. 

“The president's brother-in-law . He 
is. the largest contractor in our coun 

try/’ 
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“There doesn t seem to be anything 
wrong with that.” 1 told him. 

“Does the charitable foundation do 
anything else?” 

“It invests its surplus money in 
bottling plants, fisheries, real estate 
and hotels. The profits from these en 
terprises are then distributed to the 
wives of cabinet members and high 
ranking military officers who have their 
own charilble foundations." 

“Then as I see it. the bribes — I 
mean gifts — that an American com 
pany is expected to donate to your offi 
ciais are just part of your method of 
raising money to provide for the poor 
people of your country.** 

“That is what we’ve been trying to 
explain to your c'ommerce department, 
but to no avail. Let nie give you 
an example. Suppose our country wants 
(0 order 1.000 bulldozers at « cost of 
$50,000 each. We have our choice of 
buying French bulldozers. British bull 
dozers. Italian bulldozers or American 
bulldozers. As you know, there is no 
difference in bulldozers. If >ou*ve seen 
one. you’ve seen them all. The French 
will offer to sell them to us and set 
aside $5,000 per bulldozer for our presi 
dent’s children’s,education. The British 
might sell them to us and donate 17,000 
per bulldozer to the pre.sident’s sister. 


who lives in Switzerland. The Italians 
will say they’ll give us the. bulldozers 
and allot $ 10,000 on each one to build a 
summer palace for our prnident in 
Liechtenstein. But the Americans will 
tell us that they don't want to give us 
anything but the bulldozers. What kind 
of way of doing business is that?"

“Of course, we'd rather have the

MOSCOW (UPI) — A robot space¬ 
ship carr> ing food, fiiel and water to two 
cosmonauts circling Earth headed Sat¬ 
urday for a docking with the Salyut 6 
space station. 

Cosmonauts Alexander Ivanchen- 
kov and Vladimir Kovalenok were pre¬ 
paring to receive the Progress 2 robot 
capsule, which was sent Into orbit on 
Friday from the Baikonur space centre 
in Soviet Central Asia. 

It carries food arid water, materials 
for more experiments on the station, 
clothing and. more importantly, volatile 
jet fuel and liquid oxygen 

The capsule is a stripped-down ver¬ 


sion of the Soyuz 29 space capsule that 
carried the two cosmonauts to the sta¬ 
tion on June 17. 

Its heat shields and a number of 
other pieces of equipment have been 
removed to make room for the supplies. 
Progress 1, which supplied the last mis¬ 
sion. carried 1.3 tons of cargo. 

If all goes well, the robot capsule 
wHI dock with the space station on radio 
commands from Earth. The cosmo¬ 
nauts will then begin preparing to trans¬ 
fer the cargo. 

The transfer of the fuels will be 
touchy business, according to Western 
space experts, because they are highly 


volatile and the connections must be 
perfect. 

On the first Progress shot, cosmo¬ 
nauts Georgy Grechko and Yuri Ro¬ 
manenko spent several days inspecting 
connections before the transfer of fuel 
was completed. 

Romanenko and Grechko were able 
to stay aboard the space station for 96 
days, setting a new human endurance 
record, because of the supplies carried 
by Progress I.

He followed many careers: Print¬ 
er’s apprentice, printer, reporter, sol¬ 
dier, Journalist, editor, inventor, pub¬ 
lisher, lecturer, author and riverboat 
pilot — which he loved best of all and 
from which he took his pen name Mark 
Twain, the river call for two fathoms. 

Called the first truly North American 
writer. Twain has had his works trans¬ 
lated into nearly all the world’s lan¬ 
guages. Huckleberry Finn, Tom 
Sawyer, Connecticut Yankee, Prince 
and the Pauper, Life on the Mississippi 
and Letters from the Earth along with 
his many other books, essays, speeches 
and short stories have gained in popu¬ 


larity and critical acclaim for three 
quarters of a century since his death. 

Bankrupted in the ’50s, Twain de¬ 
clined to accept his creditors* offer to 
accept ten cents on the dollar and In¬ 
stead began a world lecture tour through 
which he repaid every cent in a period of 
three years. 

His life was In many respects tragic. 
His wife and three of his children pre¬ 
ceded him in death after long illnesses 
and he believed himself, mistakenly, 
responsible for the death of his only 
son. 

His daughter Jean drowned In her 
bath on Christmas Eve, leaving him 
alone. His health failed rapidly and he 
was eventually so crippled as to be 
unable to walk or write.

The tax revolt has apread 
all the way from California 
through Surrey to Port 
Hardy, where a grpup of 
merehants and former muni¬ 
cipal office-holders has asked 
the scfHml board for a special 
meeting to discuss the prob¬ 
lem. 

Port Hardy taxpayers are 
feeling the effect of a mill 
rate in excess of 103 this yeair, 
with the school district ac¬ 
counting for more than half of 
it. up about 20 per cent from 
last year. 

In a letter to the school 
board, the delegation notes 
that commercial premises 


have been hardest hit by the 
school tax jump. 

“This type of increase can¬ 
not be abMrbed and has to be 
passed along to our cus¬ 
tomers.** the group adds. 

The letter goes on to say 
that “in times like these when 
we should all be trying to 
keep the costs down, this type 
of nscal irresponsibility on 
behalf of the school board if 
deplorable.” 

The delegation suggests the 
board revert to the former 
practice of having to submit 
its budgets to municipal 
council for approval.

Night on ledge 
ends happily 

LADYSMITH — Three young men from this 
district were rescued Saturday morning after 
spending a night on a ledge in Haslam Creek 
Canyon some 15 miles west of here.

Former mayor William Henderson 


Cumberland loses its ‘elder statesman’ 


CUMBERLAND - This village has lost an 
elder statesman with the death of former mayor 
William Henderson. 

The SS-year-old former mayor and alderman 
died in St. Joseph’s Hospital on June 29, with 
funeral services held Wednesday from Cumberland 
United Church. 

Henderson was well known throughout the 
province for his work in the municipal field. He sat 
on library and health boards, attending meetings 
faithfully as what he saw as a municipal duty. 

, He retired In 1969 at the age of^79 and was 
honored with a testimonial dinner attended by 
representatives from many Island areas and 


bodies. At that time he was made a Freemah'ef the 
village. 

He came to Canada In 1911 at the age of 16, 
being bom in Motherwell. Scotland. He came im¬ 
mediately to Cumberland with his mother, four 
brothers and two sisters, to join his father, who had 
immigrated two years previ¬ 
ously. 

^ Later his father left the coal mines and opened 
a candy and ice cream store, which old-timers in 
the village still remember. 

In 1919 Henderson married a Union Bay girl. 
Grace Fulcher, wlhrworked for Canadian Collieries 
as a telephone operator. Their only child Doreen 


still resides in the home where the Hender¬ 
sons began married life. 

Doreen, the daughter, recently retired as head 
nurse in Cumberland Hospital, later the Interme¬ 
diate Care and DiagnosUc and Treatment Centre. 

Elected as an alderman in 1928, Henderson con¬ 
tinued in that capacity until 1938. 

He resumed office in 1941 and served as aider- 
man until 1951, when he ran for mayor and was 
electi^. an office he retained until 1957, when the 
name of the office was changed to villagp commis¬ 
sion chairman. 

From 1968 until retirement, he again served as 
mayor, when the title was changed back. 

Bill, as he was known to so many people, is well 


remembered in Red Cross, hospital board, UGN, 
the Caledonian Society, the recreational institute 
and latterly by residents of the Intermediate 
Care unit in Cumberland, where he went to reside 
in 1977. 

Henderson was succeeded as mayor by Wll- 
Ham Moncrief, who termed his pre¬ 
decessor as a ’’statesman,*' adding that there was 
no other way to describe him. 

Henderson is survived by his daughter Doreen, 
sisters, Mrs. Elizabeth Lowrey and Mrs. Jean 
Piket, and a bnother, George, in California. 

Interment was to be in Cumberland cemeter>', 
a quiet spot where Bill Henderson has stood so often 
to pay his laslglributes to many friends.

Public opinion polls showed 
"neither of the two major 
parties being the clear choice 
of the electorate." Buchanan 
said in an interview taped for 
broadcast today on the CTV 
program Question Period. 

The latest Gallup opinion 
poll, taken In early June, 
showed Liberal support un¬ 
changed from May at 43 per 
cent of the decided vote and 
Conservative support .slip¬ 
ping to 37 per cent in June 
from 39 per cent in May. The 
New Democratic Party sup¬ 
port rose one percentage 
point to 16. 

Buchanan said the mes¬ 


sage he got from the polls 
was that "we should tr>' and 
deal with the problems of this 
country, try and move it 
along a little further and see 
if we could get some sort of a 
decision, or be In a position to 
get some sort of a less equivo¬ 
cal decision, from the elec¬ 
torate of Canada." 

In respon.se to questions. 
Buchanan said polls were not 
the only factor considered 
when an election date was 
set. 

"You will recall last (all 
when we could have won, ac¬ 
cording to the polls, quite 
handsomely." 

But pressed about whv the 
government did not call an 
election tomorrow, Buchanah 
added. "Well, no party to the 
best of my knowled^ deli¬ 
berately goes out and seeks to 
be the opposition." 


He said if Trudeau decided 
to step dow n as Liberal lead¬ 
er. there were "several indi¬ 
viduals" qualified to be lead¬ 
ership candidates. 

He mentioned Allan Ma- 
cEachen, a veteran Nova 
Scotia cabinet minister and 
deputy prime minister. Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs .Minister Don 
Jamieson of Newfoundland 
and Transport Minister Otto 
Lang as possible contenders 
for the leadership. 

Asked why the federal gov¬ 
ernment continued its decen¬ 
tralization program in Que¬ 
bec, when the provincial 
government favoi^ indepen¬ 
dence from the rest of Can¬ 
ada, Buchanan replied that 
Quebec residents were fed¬ 
eral taxpayers and entitled 
to the same benefits avail¬ 
able to residents of the other 
provinces.

It was as much hU character as 
ability that solidified friendships 
for Jackie. At one time he was 


ranked third on the planet in the 
flyweight class, and battled world 
champions from three different di¬ 
visions.

TJURNER BEGAN his ring ca¬ 
reer in lf30 when he and some other 
enterprising young men estabifshed 
the Britannia Beach Boxing Club in 
Vancouver. It started out as an, 
informal group, but eventually the 
club attracted more members, se¬ 
cured coaches and equipment, and 
was soon flourishing. 

*‘Boxing was beginning to peak 
around Vancouver at t^t Ume, 
but there wasn't any real outlet for 
kids interested in learning the 
sporti** Turner recalls. “We started 
the club more or less as a private 
thing, but the idea seemed to catch, 
and before kMig we were getting 
calls to stage amateur cai^ and 
sponsor exhibition matches.** 

The immediacy of a world war 
signalled tbe beginning of the end of 
the Britannia club, ai^ after nerv¬ 
ing five years ia the navy, Jackie 
resumed boxing as a fulltime pro ia 
1946. at the age of 27. 


“Eveiybody said 1 was nuts. 
They told me 1 was over tbe hill /. . 
too old to take on the younger guys 
when 1 made up my mind to turn 
pro,** he says. “But H was some¬ 
thing I had been considering for a 
couple of years, and 1 felt I still had 
some stuff left. And it wasn’t the 
easiest thing to find a job then, 
either.**

TURNER’S DECISION to make 
boxing his professkw ended a string 
of ei^t consecutive Golden Gloves 
championships; one of the longest 
such streaks in Canadian ring his¬ 
tory. As an amateur he gained a 
reputation as a fighter with “lots of 
smarts;** a scientific craftsman 
who could dish ont large doses of 
punishment. 

“Four of the Golden Gloves tides 
came in Vancouver, and the other 
four were in Seattle,** he says. “The 
first year 1 won was the only dme 
they awarded golden rings ^aped 
like a boxing glove, and there were 
only eight of them made.** 

Turner sdU wears tbe careftilly- 
sculptured ring proudly, a lasting 
tribute to his tremendous ability. 

Jackie won his first national dUe 
as a flyweight while be was sdll an 
amateur in 1941, and held the Cana¬ 
dian crown'for nine straight years. 


IT WAS AITER he turned pro 
that he met the very cream of the 
gkibaJ crop in fights up and down 
the west coast, boxing to a draw 
with world featherweight champioa 
Tony OHvara, decisioning former 
work! bantamweight ddeholder 
Jackie Wilson, and losing on points 
to Dada Moreno, bolder of the world 
flyweight crown. 

According to Turner, the lad^r 
was the toughest man he ever 
fought. “Moreno was a terrific 
puncher ... he could take you out 
with either fist. Not many people 
thought I would stand up to him.*' 
However, it was against Wilson that 
be bad one of the most satisfying 
evenings of his career: 

“I went in as a 9-1 underdog, and 
Wilson’s manager said 1 shouldn’t 
even be allowed to fight,’’ remem¬ 
bers Jackie. “That was one of the 
very fHv times I went into a bout 
angry, and you should have seen the 
look on that manager’s face when I 
was awarded the decision **

TURNER M188ES the ring life 
since retiring in 1948. but is content 
now to examine the sport through 
experienced eyes. 

“Boxing is the best sport for a 
youngster to take up,** he says mat 
ter-of-factly. “It tones the body and 
mind to such an extent that nothing 
else is better. It teaches discipline 
and builds an inner strength. Be 
sides, k gives kids something to do 
... an opportunity to prove thfhr ^ 
selves to themselves and realize 
Cbelr limitations, and that’s impor- ^ 
tant.** 

Jackie was briefly involved in 
the Campbell River youth boxing 
club as a trainer, and has officiated 
at local cards, but says the popular 
ky of the sport is waning at the 
amateur level. 

“There was a time when every 
body was interested in boxing, and 
Just about every little town bad a 
pretty good club. Nanaimo, Vic¬ 
toria, and Port Aibemi were real 
hotbeds for amateur fighting, but 
k’s not like that anymore. Except 
for well-known pros and big title 
fights, nobody cares anymore.” 

According to Turner, be loves 
living and working in Campbell 
River, and along with Bill Donnelly, 
another former pro living in Uiat 
towm, still follows the fif^t game 
avidly.

WMAT DOFJS HE THINE of the 
current world crop? 

“Muhammad Ali is an original 
... a really great one, no <^bt 
about k. But it’s a lot different 
today than when I was flghtjng. 
Back then each division M its 
heroes, and the sport was less de¬ 
pendent on one group than It is 
today with the heavyweights. Joe 
Louis was one of the best ever, and I 
had the great pleasure of meeting 
him at one of my fight.s. 

“But, all things considered, I 
think the greatest boxer that aver 
lived was Henry Armstrong. He 
held the world championship in 
three different divi.sions and fought 
aH tbe time. There just w eren’t any 
neiter.. .’*

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Indomitable Nellie Cashman 


In the latter half of 
I he last century when 
successive waves of 
^old seekers outfitted 
in Victoria for Bar- 
kcrville, the Cassiar 
or the Klondike many 
of them could tell 
strange tales of Bal¬ 
larat, or' Bendigo or 
Whiskey Flats and 
Hangtown. 

Musit at one time or anoUier had 
endured deitert thirst or strugg^ 
throujih snow-SUed mountaia 
passes while others om occasloe had 
witnessed f^unfights and lynchiags. 

STSANGELY ENOtiGH, one 
amonK them who had seen all of this 
was a woman. 

It was in the quiet of Rost Bay 
(emetery the other afternoon 1 
found her grave. No headstone, 
just a simple cement border bear^ 
ing at one end the legend: “Nellie 
Cashman . . . died Jan. 10, 1925.** 

1 was looking at the end of a trail 
that spanned half a century and 
thousands of miles. Stretching from 
a humble white-washed cottage in 
IJmerick's Golden Vale, across 
desert wastes, through sage brush 
and cactus, to reach as far north as 
the Arctic circle where wolves 
howled under the shimmering 
northern lights. 

The grave seemed big for such a 
small woman; for Nellie was just 
over five feet. “The Irish girl with 
thp red hair/* as a miner once 
dc^ribed her. had beauty of a ma.v 
terful sort, the mouth firm and 
compressed and a direct, no non 
sense look in her eyes. 

NELUE NEVEA married, which 
w as rather curious; considering she 
spent most of her life in the com 
pany of men — hordes of men, 
thousands of men. 

As 1 returned to town, my mnsd 
ran over her career. How she land¬ 
ed jn Boston at the age of three (In 
ltH7) to be looked after by a young 
married aunt. By the time Nellie 
was 15 both aunt and unde sue 
cumbed in quick succession to some 
epidemic, and the Irish girl took on 
the job of looking after their four 
children. 

With the outbreak of the civil war. 
and maybe a manpower shortage. 
Nellie got a Job as a bed hop in a 
Boston hotel. 

With the arrival of Nellie's moth 
er from Ireland, the family took off 
for San Francisco — hiy way of 
Panama. From San Francisco, 
w hen Nellie was 2g. she struck out 
on her own and got work in a restau 
rant in Virginia City, Nevada;'/ 
w hi^re. 10 years before, Mark Twain 
had been editor of the Enterprise 
There was mining madness in the 
air. so with pick, pan and shovel 
plus a burro. Nellie tried her hand 
at prtkspecting. And no doubt caqght 
the trail fever that la.sted all her 
life 

IT WAS ONE DAY in Piochc. 
near the U^h border that she and a 
group of miners discus'sed the possi 
biiily of going to South Africa where 
diamonds had just been discovered 
or beading for a newly reported 
gold strike in the Cassiar region of 
British Columbia. 


The los.s of a coin decided the 
issue: Cassiar it was. 

Which is how 290 minen and one 
dimlnufive Irish girl arrived in Vic¬ 
toria in the late fall of 1874 to outfit. 
They shipped north to Wrangell, to 
go up the Stikine river to Dease 
Creek. The trip up the Stikine was a 
far cry from (he hot wastelands of 
Nevn^. 

As John Fannin and Oorge Plor- 
rence found out when they headed 
for Telegraph Creek *on Dec. 5. 
packing eight days provisions for 
the lOp-roile (rip. Twenty-two day's 
lafer they staggered back into 
Wrangell havh^ encountered IS 
days of snow storms. It was on the 
13th day of their fkiundering 
progress they abandoned their sled 
and most of (heir suppliiis. With 
only' a couple of blank^ a hand 
axe and grub for a few days, they 
started back for Wrangell. 


T11F:V had nothing to eat the 

last five days on the trail, and spent 
the last five nights wUbiNit blan- 
keU. Fannin was near death and 
Horence was out of Ms mind. 

Undaunted, a week or two later 
Nellie Cashmair. pulling a sled with 
390 pounds of grub, started up the 
frozen 5«UkiDe 

The U.S. mitiUry commander at 
Wrangell said she was cra^ and 
sent a couple of men out to bring her 
back. They found her happy and 
comfortable. The soldiers retmned 
without her. 

She not only made the trip to 
Dease Creek but built a hotel there, 
l^lien she came back to Victorto the 
next fall she noticed cowslnictioo 
starting on St. Joseph's Hospital 
and when .she got back to Dease 
Oeek she pa.s.sed the hat among the 
miners to kelp the new hospital. 


When she came out at the next 
freeze op she gat word at Wrangell 
of a party of miners suffering from 
scu^ making slow time down 
riviv. Back she went with medicine 
and spruce bark and when the party 
made Wrangell (bey swore they 
owed their lives lo Nellie Cashman. 

A year later Nellie heard of a rich 
silver strike in Arizona and in due 
course turned up in shanty town 
Tombstone, close to the Mexican 
border, to da a little prospecting. 
Thea for several years she ran a 
restaurant on Tough Nol Street: 
named nat for its atmosphere but 
the nearby mine But it had Us 
moments. 

ONE NOON HOi R ia (X'tober. 
1881. Nellie glanced out (he window 
to see Wyatt. • Virgil and Morgan 
Earp, along with their tubercular 
(and fast draw) pal. Dot* Holliday. 


heading for the Oik Corral to arrest 
Uit cattle rustling Oantons. Wlien 
the smoke cleared, three rustlers 
were dead and ad the posse bore 
wounds. 

She knew Pat Garrett and no 
doubt beard first hand accounts of 
Billy the Rid (whom Garrett even¬ 
tually shot) and she had sisM recol¬ 
lection nf a night when a moh look 
Jack Heath out of the jaU and 
hanged Mm from a light pole out¬ 
side her restaurant. Jack and five 
other cowboys while hurrahing the. 
town killed three citizens. Five of 
the boy's were hanged and Jack got 
life. The cHizens. how’ever. (hou^ 
he should join bb pals. 

From Tombstone. Nellie tried her 
tuck prospecting in lower Califor-^ 
nia. Once, tost in the desert she 
noariy died of thirst FinaUy.

But she made it 
and that summer ran the Can Can 
restaarant on Rtag Street Wlmre 
she abo provided matofiai for these 
who wanted to write home, atoi^t 
w ith free (ohacco and cigars. And. ' 
for those (emporarily down on their 
luck, a discreet and helpful toaa. 
Nettie, apparently, was a great one 
for helping lame dogs; wiw invari- 
aMy paid her back. 

Cd course in Dawson she met 
many old friends; IBce Buck Che- 
quelte. one of the first on CaOsiar's 
Dease Creek, whose mining career 
went back to Barker\ine .And. of 
course. Ed SHUeffelia. whose rich 
sOver strike founded Tombstone. 

By now Nellie's fame was wUe- 
sprend; for who baRn't heard of 
*The Miner's Anget** or “Biellie 
Ptoche** after her Nevada day's. 

It was once remarked that when¬ 
ever Nellie Cashman entered a 
room in Dawson those sitting rase 
to their foet Far if the rniners 
showwred the dance lufl girls with 
augyteCs and rash, they lescrsed 
thrir most honest gift respect — 
far “NeWe Ptoche.** 

When the RIondike p ete re d nnl 
Nettie turned np to Fairbanks and 
three years later (to 1997) was off 
again; to nutsh 599 miles westward 
on the frunen Yoknn and Tannna to 
KoynktoL The claims she staked 
there wore reckoned to he Che 
farthest north mining property on 
the oondnent. In tS24. need^ omre 
capital, she came out hy d^ sled 
from Koyukuk to Seward, a 759 mtte 
trip. Of course she had a drri'er for 
Nettie was then pushing 89. 

HER FANTASTIC persex-erance 
is borne out by this quote from the 
Seward newspaper. **ln finom 
Royukuk. Ibpoksgiviiig aiidft. 17 
days out froid there by dog team, 
came Nettie Cashman. . . ."This 
time, it appears, she was headbig 
for New York where the Mg money 
was.

The first show held In Victoria 
was in 1831 and was a three-day 
event sponsored by the Kinsmen 
Chib.

acts — where ip one instam-e the 
members balanced 13 people on one 
motorcycle, trick riding where the 
members would ride backwards 
through in obstacle course and var- 
ious stunt Jumping events and spe¬ 
cial acts with the use of motorcycle 
sidecars and clowns. 

Two of the featured acts were 
performed by Frank Bayliss and Al 
Lewis. Bayliss' special was lo ride 
his motorcycle through a flaming 
wall of fire. Lewis would defy grav¬ 
ity by fastening a ladder to tht back 
of bis motorcycle with a specially- 
made iron clamp and climb up one 
side of the ladder and then down the 
other while his motorcycle was in 
motion. 


ME CAME BY his early love of 
motorcycles quite naturally, as his 
father, Richard. sUiied his own 
motorcycle business in Victoria, 
BroeAtlonds Motorcycle Sales and 
Service at the comer of Johnson 
and Quadra in 1P12, shortly after he 
arrfv^ from Engldnd. 

Richard Shanks came alone to 
Victoria in iffl. and a year after he 
was esublished in the Victoria busi¬ 
ness world, went back to Surrey, 
England, for hi^i wife, Emily, and 
sons, nine-year-old Bob. seven- 
year-oM Reg. and daughter Mollie 
tnew Mrs. John Walton), who was 
11 years old. 

Shanks' early years were spent

ONE AMt’SlNG INCIDENT oc¬ 
curred while he was giving a speech 
to a group in the United States. He 
was introduced m the Indian agent 
for Vietoria, and after the spe<Kh 
seseral people came up to him and 
asked him how long he had been 
with the Indian agency. Bob bad to 
quickly expUin that the Indians he 
deah with were motorcycles, not 
native people. 

From lt21 an. Shanks became 
actively hivohwd In the Victoria 
liotort^ Chib and the rodeos he 
organized featured comedy acts, 
cirens and trick ridiiig, motorcycle 
drill teams and stunts diat included 
spectacular leaps over horses and 
team Jumping of horses and motor¬ 
cycles abmast that were real crowd 
pleasers.

ALL MEMBERS of the club 
were stars in their own right and 
each contributed greatly to the suc¬ 
cess of the show.

The bikes used^ In the rodeos 
were powerful Harley Davidson 
and Indian models weighing about 
401 to 610 pounds. 

The club members used to prac¬ 
tice their stunts and precision 
riding skills on the in-field at the old 
Willows racetrack and as Shanks 
fondly recalls ~ many long hours of 
painstaking practice went into per¬ 
fecting their acts. 

Bob and his brother. Reg, were 
also active in the old-time hill 
climbs held in Mount Douglas Park 
in the early 1921s and travelled to 
Vancouver and Seattle to compete 
in hill climbs with other members 
of the Victoria Motorcycle Club

.SHANKS SAYS he has always 
loved motorcycles ~ the bigger the 
better — and rightly so, as Uris love 
was developed by his father, 
Richard and shared by his brother, 
Reg. 

His motorcycle shop continued 
to operate in Ms Fort Street location 
until 1141 when he moved the busi¬ 
ness to the comer of Market and 
Douglas Street where he continued 
until 1162. It was at this time (hat 
the Indian Motorcycle Company 
went out of business and Shanks 
reached a turning point hi his life.

Carol Pallister, daughter of Earl 
and Dot Palilster, of U-Tree Farm 
in the Highlands, was his second 
assistant, and also was a great help 
in the business. 

Shanks says he was lucky over 
the years as he always got the best 
girls to work for him and thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed having them on staff. 

He continued hi the saddlery 
business until April 1,19?l, when he 
soM his business to Valerie Litster 
who had presiousiy worked for him 
for 5)everal years. 

Shanks found H hard to consider 
selling the business, as be always 
found great pleasure In his work 
and loved dealing with the horse 
people he came in contact with, but 
$ince his retirement from the sho^ 
he has been kept busy with bis 
many other interests. 
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DEEPLY INVOLVP) in thor 
ougbbred horse racing as both an 
owner and breeder. Bob is also 
director of Che Canadian Thorough¬ 
bred Horse Society, a director of the 
B.C. Thoroughbn^ Breeders So¬ 
ciety. chairman of the Vancouver 
Island Thoroughbred Horse Society 
and also does freelance writing for 
various horseman's magazines. 

Twro thoroughbreds of Shanks’ 
own breeding went on to become 
famous in the racing world.

And from there to here 
early in this cenliiry. 


In the small country of Hunza in Tibet (where* 
the inhabitants live to be IW years and older), 
they credit their long life to the apricot which 
grows there In great abundance. 

Nothing is nicer than a ripe apricot eaten out 
of hand. . . they make beautiful dessertar, cakes, 
muffins and sauces, but today our first recipe is 
for a tasty Party Glazed Apricot Chicken Casse¬ 
role. 


PAJtTY GLAZED APEiCOT CHICKEN . . 
one pound fresh B.C. apricots, three-bvnr- 
ten cap HquM honey, one tap. fine grated 
orange rind, one ths^. orange Jake, three- 
and-a-half pound (approximately) hfoiler 
fryer chkkea (cat ap), three thsp. batter ar 
nuuxnriae, one tsp. cooUag aii, seasaniag to 
taste, one cap chopped cel^, one half caa 
water chastaats, drained and siked, ane- 
half tsp. rosemary, ooe-poarter tsp. salt, two 
cops cooked loog-grain rke aod ooe-half cop 
dry white wine. ^ 

Wash apricots, remove stones, chop in half, 
cut rematoiiig half of fruit to halves. Marinate 
all to honey, orange rind and juice. Turn occa¬ 
sionally.

Meanwhile, brown chicken pieces in buttei 
(or margarine) and the oil, season, remove ana 
set askk. In same skillet add celery, watei 
chestnuts, rosemary and salt. Cook until celerj 
is tender. Add rice and wine. Turn mixture into a 
12 by seven-and-a-half-inch baking dish. Tof 
with browned chicken pieces. Repsove apricoi 
halves from marinade, set aside« pour over somi 
of the marinade. Baste chicken arlth remaining 
marinade and the chopped apricots. Bake ii 
preheated 375**F. oven for one hour, bastini 
occasionally. After 40 minutes cooking, adc 
* apricot halves to di.sh and finish cooking. Bast# 
and serve. Serves four or five. 

There .seems to be an affinity between apri 
cots and poultry in their taste, so why noi 
combine them in a dressii^ for poultr\ ? 1 tiM it 
and found it a most pleasing combination. 

APRICOT Sn^FFlNG FOR POLLTR^ . . . 
cook abont ane-half cap wild rke OR three- 
nnarters cap white rke in hailing water, 
salted, antU weU canked. Dtata. This will 
give aWat one-«nd-a-half caps cooked rke. 
Heat twro thsp. hatter or amrgariae la a 
saacepaad and add the coohod rke. Mix well 
and seasoa with pepper, la another pan 
saate two thsp. ratotas and a Httk batter 
andl they hecoaw phTTy.

Apricots are delicious sliced over your 
morning cereal, added to a fresh fruit salad and 
chopped and added to muffin or hot cake batter. 
Use them every day and ia ever>' way while they 
are in season. 

Of course you will want to make some 
apricot jam. 1 always make the freezer jam 
b^ause it keeps Its lovely golden color and 
never looses that lovely fresh taste. 

FREEZER APRICOT JAM ... two raps 
well mashed apricots, two tsp. lemon Jake, 
one tsp. powdered citric acid, four caps 
sugar, one package powdered Certo crjstals 
mixed with (hree-^uarters cap water ()R pae 
oae-balf bottle liquid Certn. 

Combine mashed fndt, citric acid, 
lemon joke and sagar together. Let stand 2t 
minutes, stirring occaskaally. Menawhik 
stir the powdered Certo into the three-quar¬ 
ters cap cold water. 

Bring to a boil and boil rapidly for one 
minute stirring constantly. Remove from heat. 
Add to fruit mixture and stir three or four 
minutes, mixing well. Pour into steriilized Jars. 
Cover and let stand at room temperature fm 24 
to 48 hours until set. Seal with paraffin and store 
in freezer. 1 store mine on the lower shelf of the 
refrigerator as I have no freezer. It keeps Just as 
well as if frozen.

Apricots should be used for Jams and jellies while they still have a tinge of green. At 
thi.s stage they contain more pectin. 

FuUy ripened apricots should be kept in the reirigerator or in a cool dry place until 
ready to serve. 

Cut out any bruised or over-ripe parts of the apricot when using them for preserving.

I'ltFFZFR APRICOT JAM ... two caps 
well mashed apricots, two tsp. lemon Jake, 
one tsp. powdered citric arid, four caps 
sugar, one package powdered Certo crystals 
mixed w ith three-^aarters cap water OR poe 
one-half bottle liqnid Certo. 

Combine ma.sbed frait, citric acid, 
lemon juke and sngar together. Let stand 21 
miaates. stirring occaskailly. Meaawbik 
stir the powdered Certo into the (kree-qaar- 
ters cap cold water. 

Bring to a boil and boil rapidly for one 
minute stirring constantly. Remove from beat. 
Add to fruit mixture and stir three or four 
minutes, mixing well.

Before the driveway 
entrance, a carved bald eagle 
stands guard above the sim¬ 
ple, descriptive sign J* * 

McCullough, wood 
CARVER. 

This was my iatroductioo to a most engaging 
and interesting personality, who lives with his 
wife, June, at l&tt Shawnigan-Mill Bay Road. 
Shawnigan Lake. B.C. 

WHEN I ENTERED his studio. Jim McCiil 
kMi^ was engaged in polishing a string of smaH 
individual flower rosettes widch he had hand* 
carved en a contract from the British Coturabia 
Government. M in number, the rosettes were to 
he'a replacement adornment in a refurbishing 
project in Victoria’s legislative buildings 

Laying aside his tools, Jim IfcCullough, big 
and friendly, with a clear voice and a quick 
laugh, explained his thoughts on carving. 
began my appctmticeship when I was nine years 
old. I feel that, in any carving, a carver’s self 
shows. Carving is like handwriting. No two 
persons carve the same; they put their own 
character into it.** 

Jim McCullough was bom in Edmonton. 
Alberta, in iseo. His father was a lawyer for the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, western ^vision, in 
Edmonton. From that, he became a corporation 
lawyer for Ford Motor Co. of Canada, and moved 
to VaiK-ouver. B.C. 

Mc-CuJlough remembers that his father 


drove a Model T Ford sedan, built like a tall, 
square box with a fringe of tassels around the 
windows. In 102S, the family chugged off on a trip 
to California. They loved the south, came back, 
packed everything and returned to Hdll}'wood 
where his father opened a law practice. 

Jim was five. 

From the age of nine until Id, McCullough 
served a carving apprenticeship under a Danish 
- master carver, Jac<d> Hanson, very gifted, very 
thorough. As his apprenticeship developed. 
McCullough travelled around as a journeyman 
craftsman and worked with different masters.

He learned that, in hand carving, no one carver 

* at that time, would completely finish one piece of 
furniture. 

It was customary, for craftsman to 
outline the design, an apprentice to rough it out. 
and then the finisher would complete the work 

**Tliere was always a great argument between 
the tvtfi artists,** laughed McCullough, **as to 
who was the most important. The rougher-out 
claimed that if be didn’t start the design proper 
ty, the finisher couldn’t do anything. The finisher 
would retort that if he didn’t finish the work well, 
it would go for nought.** 

It was an argument that was never comple 
lely resolved. 

Eventually, the McCullough family returned 
lo Canada in 1B35. It was smack in the middle of 
the depression. The elder McCullough bou^t a 
farm on the Cameron-Taggart Road, close by 
Jim’s present home. 

FARM IS now a nudist colony.” 
chuckled McCullough **My dad wanted to be a 
gentleman farmer. He was to be the gentleman. 


I was to be the fanner. It didn’t work out that 
way. At U years old, I was doing all the work 
There was a strike.** Here, McCullough laughed 
uproariously. 

‘‘From then on,** Jim continued, ‘‘1 worked 
at anything I could get logging, cutting cord 
wood, farm work at M cents a day and meals. No 
picking, no choosing. Once, rgot a contract to cut 
cord wood for a CoUMe Hid bak^r^ I’d buck four 
cords one day, and slit them the n^t; then pile 
H. One dollar a cord. Fir. Twisty fin too.” 

In 1939, Jim McCullough joined t» Canadian 
Army in Victoria, — the Forestry Com — later 
transferring to the Canadian Grenamf Guards 
When they became a tank regiment, he was 
drafted into the New Brunswick Rangers, infan 
try, and was stationed in Labrador, Iken Eng 
land. In England, he was placed in a holding unk. 
sent to Scotland for training, got his commission 
and went into specialized work. 

In 1943, Jim was attached to a British Army 
unit doing reconnalsance work along the French 
coast. In February, 1945, he entered the combat 
zone on the continent. ' 

Jim McCullough met and married his wife, 
June, a Wiltshire girl, in London, England, 
December, 1944. ‘‘Yes,** said this charming lady, 
“he took me away from the fish and chips, flicks 
and neighboring pubs routine, and set me down 
in Shawnigan. I love it.** 

McCullough led an adventurops, color 
ful life before turning back to his childhood liking 
for wood carving. 

Returning from the Second World War, de 
mobbed in Vancouver, he bought a place cIom to 
his present home, began to carve, but, as he put 
it: ‘‘I got starved out.” At that time, people were 
not interested in carvings, so McCullough, ever 
self-reliant, turned once more to other things, 
more logging, tie-making, carpentry, painting, 
anything to make a dollar. 

Eventually, he found himself in thi^ selling 
business. He built up a successful Watkjns Prod 
acts route in Esquimau in 1947. He wa^ 27.

ms NEXT STEF led him into the Briibh 
Columbia Pros incial Police. Mlien the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Mounted Police took over the B.C. Pro¬ 
vincials in Au|i!ust 1949, McCulloujith found bim- 
.self a drill instructor in Regina. Sa.skatchewan. 
’ After four years nitlithe RCMP, he bought his 
way out for 1175. 

Then, his big break <;ame. The Canadian 
Army came alo^ hi 1955 with an offef for him to 
join their intelligence branch. 

McCullougb found himself on the counter 
intelligem'e si^ of the Army Intelligence Corps. 
Quite gregarious and informative on any other 
subject. Iw clammed up on this period of his 
career. Apparently, he was posted to Germany, 
stationed at Paderbom. spent a few years at¬ 
tached to the British Army under NATO, re¬ 
lumed to Ottaw a and ended up in Newfoundland. 

He summed this period of his mercurial life 
quite succinctly. **Ju.st say 1 was something in 
security.*’ 

McCullough retired from the army in I96a. 
He was then 48. 

With a reasonable pension in view, he saw 
his way to live hi^ oww life style. Be moved back 
to Vancouver Island, built his existing home and 
his A-frame studio on the Shawnigan-MIII Bay 
Road property’. **An in life|** laughed McCul¬ 
lough, **1 had a hankering to build a big boat, spi 
now I built a brg boat, right in a clearing 
alongside my studio. It was 38 foet long, the hull 
was cement — ferro-concrete. 1 put a big die.sel 
engine in it and decided to try commercial 
fishing. 

“I christened the boat the Ophlodon, which is 
the generic name of the ling cod. The boat trials 
in Cowichan Bay w-ere g^. But, the fishing 
didn’t last long.” 

’’Fishing was floe,” said McCullough, ’’until 
one day coming throu^ Porlier Pass in a storm, 
and with a heavy sea ruoning, 1 met a tng boat 
towing two barges. The barges were cross-iri.se. 
To avoid them, 1 misjodged the current, hit a 
rock, the boat tipped over and just went down 
The lighthouse keeper at the Porlier light came 
over in his boat and picked me op. 1 quit 
fishing.” 

FOR THE FA.ST four years, McCullough has 
channelled hn activities into carving. ’’There 
has been a big upsurge in carv ings during the 
past two years, (i^ite different la my starved- 
out’ days of 1946. 

’’Gate and driveway signs are what I call my 
bread-and-butter work.” continued Jim. ”My 
signs are all across Canada. I have done an 
aeroplane for a piloC in Edmomon; a boat for a 
saili^ enthusiast in B.C. 1 carved a gate sign 
decorated with Welsh daffodils for a fellow in 
HaKfax, wild roses for a Saskatchewan visitor, 
and 1 even can ed a sign with shamrocks on it for 
a chap over in Belfast, Ireland.” 

McCullough’s charges for gate signs start at 
$17.59. For a sign with roses, dogwood or other 
flowers, it rises to $40. One with Old English 
lettering can go as high as $99. He keeps dose at 
hand a book with every known type face iltus 
trated in h. ‘’Whatever a customer wonts.” he 
said. ”I can give him.” 

His studio b studded with finished and semi- 
rintshcd carv ings. 

Going beyond gate signs, McCullough re 
sponds to every caning challenge from his 
customers. He does eastom designs, doors, and 
fireplace panelling and furniture. He slMiwed me 
one beautiful door which look him 14 days to 
design, cane and finish, front and back.

A necA earlier, the whaler M/Jo had 
reached the Bay City to report that she had been 
bonded for ami pa^ed with the crews of 

a^mkem vessels by the rebel commander, Lieut 
James L Waddell. 

The ShetuMdoMb was immediately branded a 
pirate and British Columbia mariners shared 
their American comterparts* coacen as it was 
common knowledge that the hard-pressed C^' 
would be unable to send a gunboat in pur^t for 
weeks. During this period, tf the SbensndoBb had 
indeed turned pirate, her master might well turn 
Ui attentkNi to British shipping. 

CALIFOIINIANS SUGGESTED that the 
authorities.formally request that Victoria dis¬ 
patch a British warship at once. They argued 
that: Great Britain hnd withdrawn her adowwl- 
edgment of heiUgerenco to the Confederates; the 
Shenaodooh had been armed by Britons; Capt. 
WaddellJmd used the British flag.as a decoy to 
get within range of his vkrtlms. Finally, they 
believed that the sendingof one of Her Mnjesty s 
warships would be "an excellent stroke of policy 
for the authorities of British Columbia ... in 
view of the Shenandoah making her appearance 
in their (British) waters .. 


Sunday, Jnly f, lf78

la a final, desperate bid she would single- 
handedly try to drive Union shipping from the 
seven seas.

BL^T THE UNION'S SPY system was so 
efficient that even before Sea King could leave 
England they knew her true character and tar¬ 
get, the New Bedford whaling fleet in the North 
Padfic. Despite this, hi an lllh-hour cloak and 
dagger manoeuvre, Bulloch succeeded in putting 
her to sea. On a crisp October morning ia 1884, 
Sea King slipped from the port of London. 
During the foUowing 21 months she left a trail of [ 
sunken ships that stretched halfway around the .‘ 
worl| and made naval history. 

On Oct 38 the Shenandoah pulled alongside 
her first prise, the shining new Alina. Boui^ for 
South America on her maiden voyage, the Aiina 
v^as soon on the bottom, most of her crew taken 
prisoner and six of her company accepted for 
duty hi the raider. 

After sinking three more ships Waddell ^ 
crossed the Equator and captured the whaler 
Edward, 58 mil^ southwest of Tristan da Cunha. 
Her crew, with the exception of the carpenter 
who Join^ him, was left on da Cunha. To 
mislead them, Waddell departed in the direction 
of Cape Town; once over the horizon he altered 
course tO'the southeast. 

' When a shaft coupling broke, Waddell sailed 
for Melbourne, arriving at that Australian port 
after capturing several more vessels. There, 
however, be encountered strong opposition from 
United States Consul Blanshard. who tried to 
turn official and public opinion against him. 
Blanshard's agents bribed the Confederate sea¬ 


men to desert, made threats against Waddell, 
and circulated rumors of plots to blow up his 
ship. 

IN SPITE of these attempts, repaim were 
completed and Waddell manai^ to enlarge his 
crew before returning to sea. Weeks later. Shen 
andoab entered the Sea of Okhotsky. On May 27. 
1888, Waddell captured the New Bedford bark 
Abigail. Tbe.whaler'f master, who resembled an 
enraged walrus In his long, shaggy fur coat, tried 
desperately to convince the Confederates of 
Lees surrender. When Waddell ordered Lieut 
Scales to fire the ship, he raged: “This is piracy! 
You'll hang for this! ** Minutes later, the bark 
disappear!^ in a roar of steam and Shenan 
doab had sunk her first postwar victim. Then, 
with the Abigail's crew confined below decks. 
Waddell stali^ the balance of the New Bedford 
whaling fleet. 

Aboard the Abigail Waddell had found new s 
papers containing a number of stunning dts 
patches; The Confederate government had been 
moved to Danville, and the army of Virginia had 
joined Gen. Johnston in North Carotina. (Un¬ 
known to Waddell, Johnston had surendered a 
month before, on April 38). He Ignored all but a 
proclamation issued by President Davis that the 
war would be continued with renewed vigor. 

DESPITE THE PLEA of the Abigail's mas 
ter that the war was over, the outdated news¬ 
papers did not confirm his argument, and the 
fact that three of the whaler’s crew had joined 
him convinced Waddell that the war continued 
He noted in his journal that the Abigail's capU'm 
bad lost his previous ship to the Alabama; on his 
first voyage since, be was captured by the 
Shenandoah, and his embittered mate had shout¬ 
ed: “That's the last time 1 ship with you! If 
there’s only one damn raider on the seven sea.s. 
you'll bloody well find her!" 

By June 28 Waddell bad captured four more 
whalers In Bering Sea. Because of their isola 
UoB, none had news more recent than that of the 
Abigail and Shenandoah continued her destruc ¬ 
tion, her prisoners having become m auipenius 
that Waddell had to rig a chain of whaleboats and 
tow them astern of his ship. The General Pike 
was bonded as a special favor to her mate, who 
had just assumed command upon the captain’s 
death. He said that if the ship were spared her 
owners probably would grant him permanent 
command. Waddell magnanimously consented 
on the provision that the mate give bis word that

he would sail directly to San Francisco and not 
contact any pa«<^ ships. ' 

On June 28, more than two months after 
Appomattox, Waddel made his bigpest catch, 11 
shi^. Two were bonded and dispatched to San 
Francisco under the same stipulation as the 
Genera/ Pike, the first arriving on July 2f.

THE STOBY BELATED by the mCn crowd 
ed aboard her shocked the west coast. The 
prisoners claimed that when they had com¬ 
plained of inadequate provisions, Waddell had 
toM them to eat each other. S/ienandoah was 
branded a pirate. Secretary of War Stanton 
wanted her crew hanged, and later confined 
Mrs. Waddell because she was the wife of a 
“pirate.** Petitions were circulated as outraged 
citizens demanded that the navy taki» action. The 
offtcial argument that it would be weeks before a 
ship could be sent in pursuit heightened the 
tension. 

Some San Francisco citizens, who realized 
that the Shenandoah's only real defence was 
speed, took matters into their own hands by 
arming the fast new mail .steamer Colorado and 
asking for a volunteer crew. On Aug. 7, convoyed 
by rSS Saginaw, she sailed northward. 

In the meantime, Vancouver Island Gover¬ 
nor Kennedy was swamped with telegrams ask¬ 
ing that he send a British gunboat after the 
Shenandoah. Victorians added to the pressure as 
representatives of Washington Territory called 
on him. But Kennedy replied: “Until 1 am 
requested to do so by tl^ American government, 
I can do nothing.** The request never came and, 
while three Britl.sh warships remained at anchor 
in Victoria, Waddell continued cruising. In one 
week he had captured 24 of the whaling fleet's S8 
vessels without bloodshed. 

The British Columbian of New Westminster 
also prompted Gov. Kennedy. It did not want a 
hostile mission, however; simply that a ship be 
sent to “notify the Shenandoah of the conclusion 
of a peace between the North and the South.** 


EXCITEllfENT iNCBEA.SED when the him 
ber vessels Milan and Vernon arrived in port to 
say that they had been alarmed at the sii^t of a 
strange cruiser in Juan de Fuca Strait. Ap¬ 


parently the unidefMified warship had slowly 
steamed around the Vernon three tiroes and 
terrifed her crew before sailing away. The mas¬ 
ter of both ships were sure that the stranger had 
been the Shenandoah, although the British con 
sul stated that H likely had be^M HMS Cameleon, 
then cruising out of Csquimalt. 

For days, every unidentified sail on the 
horizon spaited foara that the Shenandoah was 
approaching Victoria, and TV Cokmist repeat¬ 
edly reftited the rumors under the heading, 
“Not the S/ieoandoah.** 

Rather than heading for Victoria, WaddeH 
was yet in the Arctic Ocean where, with the 
whaling fleet smashed and «scatteied, he pre¬ 
pared to make his escape before the hot noihem 
summer ended. While fleeing westward, Shen¬ 
andoah struck an iceberg off St. LawTence Is¬ 
land and was seriously Injured. Nevertheless, on 
Ju|y S, the Aleutians nOssed astern and the 
cnWking raider proceeded down the west coast 
of North America. By this time Waddell had 
planned an even greater act: a raid on .Son 
Francisco. 


IINBNOWN TO tv rebH commander, tV 
ftei was at list being cfooe. U.S. warships Wau- 
chuseCts and /roquofo were sweeping northward

Another boatload of Victorians went Ih New' 
Westminster for the day's celebrations. 

The Colonist gave the details, saying that, in 
the Royal Dty. "the buildings were dressed with 
flags, and other ensigns of loyalty, and the’ 
streets presented a busy and animated scene. 

•‘The steamer Wilson G. Hunt, with a detach 
ment of Victoria firemen, under command of C. 
E. Saunders, accompanied by Haynes Band, the 
Victoria rifle team, and 200 other excursionists 
of both sexes crossed Che Gulf in beautiful 
weather, the passengers enjoying box lunches, 
singing rollicking songs, and dancing tndefali- 
gably on deck." 

The firemen were entertained to dinner at 
the Colonial Hotel by the cU>’ of New Westmin¬ 
ster, but. noted the Colonist: *‘to the dismay of 
alt, it was soon discovered there was a scarcity 
of knives and forks. 

*^TIiE HO^ of the Colonial had ordered a 
supply of cutlery from Victoria, but it didn't 
arrive on time, and so one of the boys cried out 
‘fingers were made before forks,* and. at that, 
all roiled up their cuffs, and returned to first and 
basic principles ~ but. fortunately a supply was 
then obtain^ from a local source, and so the 
clatter of knives and forks soon was playing a 
meiT}' tune on the plates. 

**Dinner over, there was a rush to secure 
beds for the night. But here a new difficulty 
presented itself. The hotels were filled. 

**For some iittie time, therefore, it looked as 
(hough a majority of the Victorians would have 
to content themselves with the soft sides of 
planks for the night, and many of those who 
prepared to sit up all night began to wish they 
had remained in their own comfortable beds in 
Victoria. 

"Messrs. Irving and Brigg.s. hearing of Ibis 
terrible plight, came to the rescue, and threw 
open the berths of their commodious river 
steamers, and so all enjoyed ‘tired Nature's 
sweet restorer, balmy sle^.* **

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A BOAT RACE was the feature of the day on 
the Fraser River, but the Victorians didn’t (to so 
well: ‘'The river was filled with craft of every 
description, aH aflutter with flags and stream- 
era, as they skimmed over the bosom of the 
mighty waterway — presenting a pictiiresque 
appearance — the scene being enlivened by the 
sweet strains discoui^ by the bands. 

**Ai soon as the boats pulled into the stream, 
the immense inferiority of the Victoria crew was 
at once seen; the crews of the three other boats 
were men, strong, long-limbed, well muscled.

“A more agreeable enterUinment was 
never before given in the province, and the 
enjbyment of all was unbounded.

“Such a ball in New Westminster is ro(me 
kiformal than were H held in Victoria, but that is

Pumping For Pleasure 


When Gordon 
Welsh of Cobble Hill 
picked up three old 
pump organs at an 
auction sale he didn^t 
dream where that pur¬ 
chase would lead him. 

Now nine years later Gordon and 
his wife, Mickey, are proud owners 
uf IS organs, ranging from a very 
smaH portable missionary one to a 
grand chapel organ with a side han¬ 
dle for a pumper. 


IT IS ONLY In the past year that 
Gordon has become really serious 
about collecting organs and of the 
19 he plans to keep about 10. 

')!»< Hit liltle missionary organ Is the 

type used -by itinerant preachers. It 
it called a melodlan and has only 
four octavea. When folded up It 
looks like a wooden tool box. 

It was built by Carpenter and 
Company in 1858. 

Gordon has a number of piano 
cabinet organa. Those pump organa 
have a tall piano-type of cabinet. 
They were very popular from 1850 
to 1880, and were made largely in 
eastern Canada at Berlin (now Kit¬ 
chener), Woodstock, and Bowman- 
viHe, Ontario. 

Gordon's oldest Canadian organ 


was built by Clinton W. Doherty and 
Co. of Ontario. 

Many of the. instruments Gordon 
has purchased were in deplorable 
condition, and in stripping them 
down and rebuilding them he has 
become thoroughly familiar with 
all types of pump organs. 


^'EVERY organ has a number 
on it and you can dale it," he said. 
He and Mickey have become quite 
attached to most of their organs to 
the point of giving them names.

the bellows are a disaster. Gordon 
figures it will take at least SO hours 
of work to restore this one. 

His pride and joy Is a magnificent 
chapel organ purchased quite 
recently. 

MOST ORGANS have a four to 
eight-foot range but this one, built 
by Dominion Organ and Piano Co. 
of Bowmanvitle. Ont., has a two to 
10-foot range. It Is equipped with a 
side handle for a pumper to assist 
the organist, and is made of solid 
oak.

Pierre is a French organ, made 
by Alexander and Co. of Paris, that 
came to Duncan in 1885. It is a 
harmonium rpther than a reed 
organ. In a reed instrument you are 
sucking air whereas the harmo¬ 
nium pushes the air, Gordon ex¬ 
plained.

Mickey Is the niusichin of the 
family and with this beautiful 
chapel organ she creates inspiring 
music, from a soft melody to a full 
crescendo that would thrill the 
heart of any music lover. 

The parlor, or cottage organ, of 
which Gordon has several, usually 
have a amaller key board with an 
octave less than a piano. 

The standard cottage organ that 
Welch's display In their living room 
Is a Weaver Organ from York. 
Pennsylvania. When purchased, it 


was extremely dark and looked like 
walnut. f 

Gordon stripped It right down and 
refinished the woodwork so that the 
beautiful grdin shows up to perfcn- 
tkHi and with a new red dust cloth 
and red carpet on the foot pedals it 
Is transformed into a truly lo\ely 
musical Instrument. 


THE BIGGEST pump organs are 
less than one-half the wel^t of a 
piano and normally pump organs 
don't have to be tuned. Just cleaned 
Where in electric organ will last 
eight to 10 years, reed organs last 
more than 100 years Gordon said. 

'Ninety per cent of the people 
buying old organs have no idea of 
the musical aspect of quality of 
what they are buying," said Gor 
don. 

At the present time Gordon is 
doing an inventory of the old organs 
in central Vancouver Island. So far ^ 
he has a Uat of about 05 organs 


'^MY FEELING .is that one can 
learn to mointaln his own organ." 
said Gordon. "I'm at the point now 
where I feel I could fix any organ 
and if enough people who want to 
keep their organs would like to 
leani how to maintain them I'd like 
to teach them." 

In the meantime, with an interest 
and enthusiasm that is inspiring to 
observe, Gordon continues to re 
store his old organs.
